Mosaic work is an art of ancient 
origin. It was practiced as early as 
3500 B.C., and used for decorations 
of walls and pavements. In the wild- 
est sense of the word “mosaic” means 
the art of producing designs by join- 
ing together small pieces of substan- 
ces upon a designated background. 
These fragments might consist of ivo- 
ry, marble, pebbles, glass, agate, or 
ceramics, the latter being the less 
costly. 


Technically labeled as ‘“Tessarae,” 
these fragments were usually shaped 
in ovals, squares, rectangles, or cir- 
cles, and they were used in mono- 
chromes or in colors. The Italian 
name for mosaic work was “Fabrica.” 
It was taught in schools and in stu- 
dios throughout the land. 


The Assyrians and the Egyptians 
were cognizant of the mosaic art 
which they used to embellish their 
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courtyards, the domes of public build- 
ings, the walls of churches, niches, 
pictures, and other ornaments for 
their homes, Among the fragments 
of Assyrian mosaics in the British 
Museum in London are some worth- 
while examples inlaid in choice ivory. 

At the destruction of Corinth, 146 
B.C., when precious objects were car- 
ried to Rome for safe-keeping, the 
Romans became desirous of possess- 
ing similar treasures, some of which 
they described as being “patterned 
like rich embroideries.” These finds 
were probably mosaics and this turn 
of events undoubtedly awakened un- 
told interest in the mosaic arts. 

A noted Italian savant made a 
thorough study of mosaics at this 
time, whereby, for a better under- 
standing, he divided the products 
into four distinct classifications. They 
are the tesselated and sectile mosaics 
used for pavements, and the fictile 
and pictorial (vermiculated) works 
used for walls and other objects. 


The most ancient mosaics are listed 
as “tesselated.”” They consisted of 
small cubes of marble cut into % 
inch squares and they were placed 
by hand into simple structures or 
compositions. The earliest mosaics 
were generally fashioned in black and 
white, 

Sectile mosaic work was formed of 
sliced colored marble which was very 
effective and durable. The pavement 
of the Pantheon, built by Agrippa in 
the early part of B.C. 27, but later 
altered by Emperor Hadrian in Rome, 
was made of sectile mosaics, the col- 
ors and patterns being splendid rep- 
resentations of this art. 

The designs were arranged in al- 
ternating squared and circled slabs 
of colors. This pavement was finished 
about thirty years before the Chris- 
tian era, and although it was a cost- 
ly production, it did survive through 
the centuries. 

The pictorial or vermiculated mo- 
saic work was the most elaborate 
of these four classes and was applied 
in direct imitation of figures, orna- 
ments, and pictures, in true ,colors. 
Beautiful gems were often _ inter- 
spaced with the marble, bringing 
about additional brilliancy. 

The larger pieces were used on 
ceilings, and the medium pieces in 
the form of cupids, children, flowers, 
and festoons were generally used as 
wall decorations. The very finest mo- 
saics were labeled “minus opus ver- 
miculatim” and consisted of pictures 
formed of minute pieces of marble 
and fictile work. 

Some of the strips used for this 
type work were less than 1/20 of an 
inch in size and one of the best known 
examples is that referred to as 
“Pliny’s Doves.” This particular spe- 
cimen was obtained in the gardens 
of Roman Emperor Hadrian’s villa 
at Tivoli in 1737. It represents a 
metal basin on the edge of which 
repose four doves. The detail of the 
birds and their plumage is beautiful- 
ly executed. 

Fictile work in mosaics was ac- 


complished through the use of mixed 
portions of silex and alumina, with 
added metallic oxides for color either 
in soft pale tones or in bright in- 
tense hues, and it was less costly 
than marble. The Romans had a spe- 
cial technique for making mosaics 
especially those they produced with 
untarnishable gold groundwork. 

They put a layer of gold-leaf be- 
tween two pieces of thin glass and 
placed the composition in a kiln long 
enough to fuse the parts in perfect 
unison, The whole was rendered into 
homogeneous tiles after which pieces 
were broken into sizes required for 
various compositions. 

From all appearances, mosaic art 
reached the peak of perfection during 
the Second Century, and practically 
all important buildings in Rome con- 
tained some form of this work. Fine 
mosaics have also been located in 
other countries as well as in Italy, 
for the Taj Mahal, in India, is prob- 
ably one of the better known exam- 
ples of the work. 

However, when the seat of the Ro- 
man Empire was transferred to Con- 
stantinople during the mid-4th cen- 
tury, Byzantine glass mosaics became 
much in demand. Gold prevailed for 
the groundwork .and although the 
pieces of glass were very irregular, 
the work was greatly admired. 

The Byzantine Empire (6th-15th 
centuries) covered a wide area, en- 
joying a most flourishing period es- 
pecially in the various arts. The ad- 
justive title “Byzantine” had gener- 
ally been applied to that Empire but 
it was actually the Roman Empire 
under a name incurred after the Ger- 
man invasions, 

The highest Byzantine art was then 
presented through architectural sub- 
jects, for art at that time generally 
was devoted to church decorations, 
much of it appearing as glass mo- 
saic structures. Early church mo- 
saics were beautifully designed. 

At Ravenna in Italy, a group of 
colored mosaics were placed in the 
church “San Appolinaire” of 6th cen- 
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tury vintage. The renowned Italian 
artist Giovanni Callandra composed 
the exquisite mosaics in the Chapel of 
St. Peters Cathedral. 

Methods of composing articles in 
mosaics varied little throughout the 
countries where the art flourished. In 
Roman art circles, the mosaic worker 
first chose a metal plate ‘which was 
surrounded by a % inch margin ris- 
ing above its surface. 

A mastic cement composed of pow- 
dered stone, lime, and linseed oil was 
spread over the foundation, a quar- 
ter-inch thick. The whole was cov- 
ered with plaster-of-Paris rising to 
the level of the margin. Over this a 
careful outline of the work was 
placed, 

Nearby trays filled with colored 
fragments of tile or glass provided 
the necessary supplies for the compo- 
sition. The groundwork was _ then 
moistened with a touch of cement and 
the pieces were placed in their proper 
position. When the picture was fin- 
ished, the ground was sanded down 
and polished to a smooth surface. 

Slaked lime and powdered marble 
mixed with water and whites of eggs 
was the base of the cement used by 
ancient mosaic workers; it was called 
“marmoratum.” It set very quickly. 
Its only disadvantage was that if a 
particular mosaic required altering, 
it had to be done immediately in or- 
der to alleviate possible destruction 
of the composition, 

Another method practiced by an- 
cient mosaic workers was to compose 
the groundwork of a layer of stones 
or flints with very little cement. Over 
this was spread a coarse concrete of 
smaller stones and lime. The third 
layer consisted of cement made of 
one part lime to three parts of bro- 
ken chards over which was drawn the 
outline of the desired pattern. 

The “tessaraes” were then arranged 
in designs, and liquid cement poured 
over the surface to fill in all inter- 
stices. When perfectly dry, roughness 
was reduced by friction or a rub- 
bing-down of spots.

HISTORICAL 
RECORDS 


AIDA FAVIA-ARTSAY

When starting on my notes for 
this review of the Margarethe Siems 
Rococo R20, I suddenly realized that 
all the data I had on this soprano 
consisted of nothing more than a 
vague knowledge of her having cre- 


ated important roles in Richard 
Strauss’ operas, and a first-hand ap- 
praisal by her former manager’s 


widow, who said that Siems was a 
very magnificent artist. The lady, in- 
cidentally. who spontaneously ven- 
tured this appreciation, aside from 
knowing singing, was in close rap- 
port with personalities like Battis- 
tini, von Mildenburg, and scores of 
others whom her husband represent- 
ed, and her judgment, therefore, may 
be relied upon as authoritative. 

But then, what better recommenda- 
tion does Siems need than her record- 
ings, each of which bears witness to 
her extraordinary vocal gifts and ar- 
tistic culture? Also, the fact that 
Richard Strauss, certainly a com- 
poser of discrimination, entrusted 
Siems with the moulding of some of 
his most brilliant heroines, further 
substantiates this elect singer’s claim 
to a prominent place in the Operatic 
Hall of Fame. * 


The following sketchy outline of 
Margarethe Siems’ life and career 
was extracted from the notes on the 
jacket of Rococo R20, a Long Play 
dise consisting entirely of her record- 
ings. She was born in Breslau, Ger- 
many, on December 30, 1879. Her 
musical studies, first devoted to piano 
and violin, in due time extended to 
singing. Thus, having learned the vo- 
cal art at its demanding best from 
the capable Aglaja Orgeni, Siems, in 
1902, proceeded with her début in 


Prague. The year 1908 found her at’ 


the Dresden Opera, a worthy succes- 
sor of Irene Abendroth. Puccini then 
coached her for the first German Mi- 
mi and Butterfly, while Strauss chose 
her to create, in Dresden, his Mars- 
challin in “Der Rosenkavalier” and 
Chrysotemis in “Elektra,” and m 
Stuttgart, the taxing part of Zerbi- 
netta in “Ariadne auf Naxos.” In 


1920, the Berlin Opera engaged Siems, 
but only as a guest artist, for she 
wished to maintain her relations with 
Dresden and Breslau. A successful 
singing teacher and coach, she count-

ed among her pupils Sigrid Onegin, 
who obviously benefited from these 
lessons in the lightness. elasticity and 
fluidity of her tone. Margarethe Siems 
died on April 13, 1952, but her great- 
ness still lives in the hearts of the 
remaining few who knew and heared 
her, and in her priceless recordings 

Every collector of classical discs 
knows that Siems’ records are both 
highly prized and priced; and partic- 
ularly scarce are her Pathés, of 
which Rococo presents three valuable 
specimens.

As suggested by the above listing, 
Siems sings all selections in German. 
Hers was a beautiful soprano voice, 
not a large one but of wide range 
and with a natural gift for vocal pyro- 
technics that was nothing short of 
phenomenal. As an artist too, she 
was in a class all her own, so writ- 
ing about her is somewhat of a prob- 
lem—there’s a feeling that the usual 
praise is too shallow for one of such 
uncommon merits. 

To hear Siems perform is to rea- 
lize what singing could be and sel- 
dom is! Right from the first measures 
of the “Huguenots” one becomes 
aware that here is an exceptional 
singer. The voice is purity and bril- 
liance combined, and its immaculate 
quicksilver leaves the listener spell- 
bound by its matter-of-fact, effort- 
less spontaneity. Moreover, the 
warmth it radiates even in the quick- 
est coloratura, is most gratifying. As 
for production, that of course is typ- 
ical of Orgeni’s teaching: a tone fo- 
cused and pointed in its entire gamut 
and very much resembling that of a 
reed instrument, 

With the lovely vocal line in the 
“Huguenots,” its stunning rapid pas- 
sages and seemingly unending, close- 
ly-knit trill still ringing in your ears, 
the rarely heard recitative and aria 
from Nicolai’s “Merry Wives of Wind- 
sor” displays anew the same chastity 
of tone and intonation with added spa- 
ciousness in the phrasing and an alto- 
gether intelligent penetrating inter- 
pretation. Here again, the prolonged 
trill draws attention by its masterful 
execution. 

The Proch’s “Variations” are su- 
perbly rendered; not with merely ma- 
chine-gun vocal bombardment but 
with glowing eloquence in the florid 
passages, 

The two extracts from “Der Rosen- 
kavalier” introduce Siems in the role

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of the Princess von Werdenberg she 
created, first alone, and then flanked 
by her colleagues, Minnie Nast and 
Eva von der Osten, creatresses of So- 
phie and Octavian. More of a dram- 
atic piece, the solo affords Siems an 
opportunity to express feelings with 
the sung word. And the Trio—that is 
one of the most important among his- 
torical recordings in existence. In- 
deed, opportunities to hear a recorded 
ensemble of creators such as this come 
only too seldom in a collector’s life. 
In “Nozze di Figaro,” a Pathé re- 
cording, Siems gives a splendid exam- 
ple of her proficiency in sustained 
singing. Once more on the subject of 
tone-expressiveness: each one of her 
held notes carries a message and is 
not just part of the melodic structure. 
Incidentally, some unsteadiness in the 
sound here and there is due to re- 
recording and not to any fault of the 
artist, who when it comes to pitch, 
apparently possessed a golden ear. 


The crystalline, facile cascades in 
“Dinorah” are more dazzling than 
ever; and the “echo,” cleverly done 
without breaks between the voice and 
the answers, produces an effect out 
of the ordinary. This is a marvelous 
performance, but with a not too suc- 
cessful concluding D-fiat. 

The “Daughter of the Regiment,” 
another rare Pathé of Siems, speaks 
for itself as to why she was so 
famed in the part of Marie (she 
looked well in it too, as her photo- 
graph shows). An asset was that in- 
gratiating quality found in German 


MUSIC 
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girls which made her heroines real 
and vibrant in an unaffécted manner. 

Philine’s “Titania” comes next, and 
it’s highly doubtful that a better re- 
cording of the Polonaise from “Mig- 
non” exists, I’m repeating myself, I 
know, but Siems’ vocal agility in this 
dise is astounding—beady, .glistening 
notes simply fall with the natural- 
ness of raindrops in a summer shower. 

For “Trovatore” the soprano broad- 
ens her voice, especially in the low 
beginning. With her well-managed 
chest register, Leanora’s aria was no 
problem for Siems, more so since in 
its higher regions she shines so bright- 
ly. And it goes without saying that

Frank- 
ly, I can’t think of a single soprano 
piece where Siems would have to low- 
er'the pitch, or raise it for that mat- 
ter, so extensive and well coordinated 
was her voice. 

The “Aida” Ritorna vincitor, also 
reproduced from Pathé, begins on the 
German equivalent of I sacri nomi. 
This, too, is a rendition of a rather 
dramatic nature and of the high 
standard expected from a singer of 
Siems’ calibre. But why, oh why, the 
ascending finale? And from one of 
Siems’ exquisite taste! Oh well, I 
guess even the most discriminating 
are wont to blunder at one time or 
another. 

By now it must be apparent that 
I think highly of the Siems R20. In 
fact, I like it all the more for tts 
faithfulness in the matter of pitch— 
and for that a tip of the hat to Mr. 
A. G. Ross, who is responsible for 
the Rococo issues.

LAMBERT MURPHY, at the 
beginning of his recording career 


I. A Word on Arthur Godfrey’s 
Cancer 


I am writing on Sunday, May 3. 
For the past several days millions of 
Americans have been concerned over 
the health of the comedian, Arthur 
Godfrey, who recently underwent an 
operation for removal of a lung can- 
cer. His plight recalls the fact that 
Lambert Murphy, an artist of a whol- 
ly different type, was a victim of a 
malignant growth on his vocal chords. 
An operation ended a brilliant career 
by reducing Murphy’s Voice to a 
whisper, but it arrested the disease, 
and Murphy lived a useful life for 
years afterward. 

Knowing this, we may hope that 
Arthur Godfrey will also be spared. 


II. In the Beginning 


Lambert Murphy, who was one of 
Victor’s top tenors for almost 20 
years, beginning in 1911, and who 
also had four successful years as a 
member of the Metropolitan Opera, 
was born April 15, 1885. He died in 


Hancock, N. H., where he had made 
his home for a good many years, on 
July 24, 1954, It hardly seems possi- 
ble, when one studies his boyish ap- 
pearing photos in the old Victor cat- 
alogs, that he was 69 years of age 
when his life ended. 

For more than ten years the Vic- 
tor publications contained this sum- 
mation of Murphy’s career: 


Lambert Murphy is an American and 
was born in the city of Springfield, 
Mass. As a boy he sang in church 
choirs, and later, while at Harvard 
University, took much interest in musi- 
cal matters. During his senior year 
at Harvard he commenced his concert 
career, continuing it for two seasons 
after his graduation in 1908, and fill- 
ing many important engagements, in- 
cluding concerts of the Boston Festival 
Orchestra (three successive seasons), 
and the Handel and Haydn Society. He 
was soloist at St. Bartholomew’s 
Church, New York, but resigned his 
position there when he went to the 
Metropolitan in 1911, in order to de- 
vote his time.entirely to operatic work. 
Mr. Murphy is naturally endowed with 
a tenor of unusually pure quality, 
which, during his rrofessional career, 
pe developed in richness, warmth and 
color. 


From the MacMillan Encyclopae- 
dia of Music and Musicians I glean 
the additional information that Mur- 
phy was a pupil of a noted pianist 
and teacher, Isidore Luckstone, as 
well as of Herbert Witherspoon, the 
distinguished basso who afterwards 
became a Victor recording artist and 
manager of the Metropolitan. 


Two years after Victor introduced 
electrical recording in 1925, the Blue 
Label record series in which Mur- 
phy’s offerings had been cataloged 
was discontinued and he, like Olive 
Kline and Elsie Baker, was promoted 
to Red Seal status, as Reinald Wer- 
renrath had been six years before. 
His biographical sketch was trans- 
ferred to the Red Seal section of the 
catalog, and the 1929 edition tells 
us that “his career as a singer began 
as a choir-boy, in which occupation, 
as an alto, he was greatly outshone 
by his brother, who had a soprano 
voice. He ‘grew up’ and went to Har- 
vard, where . . . he ‘made’ the Glee 
Club. Not so long afterward, at the 
instance of Riccardo Martin, he was 
heard by, and taken into, the Metro- 
politan Opera Company. Since leav- 
ing there, he has sung at concerts, 
festivals, and with the symphony and 
other important organizations every- 
where in America.” 

Lambert Murphy’s brother, who 
“outshone” him, was Ray Dickinson 
Murphy. At the time of the tenor’s 
death he was living in Upper Mont- 
clair, N. J., and was. president of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Compa- 


ny. There probably is almost no risk 
of error in surmising that when he 
made his Victor records under the 
disguise of Raymond Dixon, Murphy 
used a modified form of his talented 
brother’s two given names. 


III. Death Notice 


Additional information about Lam- 
bert Murphy’s life and achievements 
is contained in the death nutice, with 
a Springfield, Mass., date line, which 
the New York Times published July 
25, 1954: 


Mr. Murphy made his debut at the 
Metropolitan at the age of 26, but 
resigned four years later to take up 
concert work. At about the same time 
lhe became one of the Victor recording 
artists. He once estimated that he had 
made 200 recordings. 

In later years, Mr. Murphy taught 
voice at the Malkin Conservatory in 
Boston and also conducted classes 
weekly in New Haven and Springfield. 
During World War II, after the con- 
servatory had closed, he conducted 
voice classes in Springfield and worked 
in a local war plant. Mr. Murphy also 
had been a_ soloist at the Brick 
Presbyterian Church in New York. 

His singing and teaching were 
brought to an end when he underwent 
a serious throat operation in the early 
Forties. 

Mr. Murphy married Jesse Stewart 
Rowe in 1921. Also surviving are two 
sisters, Mrs. Jesse Washburn and Miss 
Marion C. Murphy, both of this city, 
and a brother, Ray Dickinson Murphy. 

Lambert Murphy made his debut at 
the Metropolitan Opera on November 
17, 1911, singing the role of the sailor 
in “Tristan und _ Isolde.’ His other 
roles included Joe in ‘‘The Girl of the 
Golden West,’’ Vogelgesang in “Die 
Meistersinger’’ and Froh in ‘‘Das Rhein- 
gold.”” He created the roles of Caradoc 
in Horatio Parker’s ‘‘Mona’’ and of 
“Montfleury” and ‘‘Cadet’”’ in Walter 
Damrosch’s “Cyrano de Bergerac”’ and 
he was the Majordomo of Von Faninal 
in the first American performance of 
Strauss’ ‘‘Der Rosenkavalier.”’ 


Except for one brief period, through- 
aut his career, record buyers had. 


‘scant opportunity to hear Lambert 


Murphy in operatic roles, especially 
such relatively unfamiliar ones as 
those mentioned in the obituary. If 
the tenor estimated his recordings 
at 200, I am sure he under counted. 
He not only made a long list of solos 
but also sang in many duets and 
quartet offerings and was one of the 
standbys of the Victor Light Opera 
and Opera Companies. It is a pity 
space is lacking to undertake a com- 
prehensive tabulation of his recorded 
output. 
IV. Murphy’s Recording Career 
Begins 


The first solo record by the tall, 
broad-shouldered, athletic appearing 
young tenor appeared in a special 
group of new musical comedy offer- 
ings which Victor issued early in 
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November, 1911. His identity was 
concealed under the assumed name of 
Raymond Dixon on the 12-inch dou- 
ble-faced record which contained his 
version of the oddly titled “Hm! She 
is the One Girl” from Leo Fall’s light 
opera, “The Siren,” coupled with the 
Victor Concert Orchestra playing 
“Gypsy Love Waltzes.” Listed on the 
back page of the Dec., 1911, Victor 
supplement, only brief information 
was given about this record, but 
“Hm!” was described as Donald Bri- 
an’s song hit in “The Siren,” “by the 
Victor’s new tenor, Mr. Dixon.” 

As part of the regular December 
issue, “Dixon’’ was represented by a 
ten-inch double-faced Black Label 
record, on which he sang “You Are 
the Ideal of My Dreams,” with Reed 
Miller’s version of “All That I Ask 
of You is Love” occupying the A 
side. Editor Sam Rous commented: 
“Two favorite ballads of the past 
season which are still high in favor. 
This combination of both songs, given 
by two new singers, should prove one 
of the most popular features of the 
December list.” 

In January, 1912, “Dixon” accom- 
plished something of a more ambi- 
tious nature. On a 12-inch single-faced 
disc he sang in English a “Ave Ma- 
ria’ adapted to the Intermezzo from 
“Cavalleria Rusticana.” The supple- 
ment said: 

Few instrumental compositions have 
become so popular with all classes of 
people as this beautiful intermezzo, 
which Mascagni wrote to divide his 
CAVALLERIA RUSTICANA into two 
parts. Because of the great vogue of 
the number, it has been set to words 
by the English writer, F. E. Weatherly, 
and the result is a most impressive 
song. The Victor’s new tenor, Mr. 
Dixon, who has made a very great 


success with Victor audiences, has 
given a fine rendition. 


In more conventional vein, Dixon 
was also represented that month by 
a Theodore Morse ballad, “If This 
Rose Told You All It Knows.” Again 
his companion was Reed Miller, sing- 
ing “For Killarnfy and You.” In 
February, Victor issued his first gos- 
pel hymn record, “Nearer, My God, 
To Thee.” On the reverse, the bari- 
tone, Frederick Wheeler, better known 
then as James F. Harrison, sang “Flee 
as a Bird.” The supplement said: 
“Both Mr. Dixon and Mr. Wheeler 
are well-known choir singers in lead- 
ing New York churches.” 

In April, Murphy, alias Dixon, 
probably took part in the Orpheus 
Quartet record of “The Long Day 


Closes,” and “Ho! Jolly Jenkins!” A . 


month later the Orpheus obliged with 
“If All My Dreams Were Made of 
Gold.” Besides Murphy, the mem- 
bers were Harry Macdonough, second 
tenor; Reinald Werrenrath, baritone, 
and William F. Hooley, bass. It is 
likely that by this time Murphy had 
begun to sing in the Opera Company 
records, and he may have been the 
tenor in the Purple Label record of 
the Rigoletto Quartet, by the Victor 
— Quartet, announced in July, 


The name of Raymond Dixon was 


now to disappear from Victor supple- 
ments and was not seen again for 
another two years. 


V. Murphy Records Under 
His Own Name 


“Dixon’s temporary banishment un- 
doubtedly was caused by the decision 
to begin issuing records by Lambert 
Murphy under his own name, on the 
Purple Label, at a higher price than 
the Black Label records sold for. On 
page two of the October, 1912, supple- 
ment appeared a photo of Murphy 
(no picture had been shown of Dix- 
on), and a heading: “A New Metro- 
politan Tenor Makes His First Victor 
Record.” The record was No. 70080, 
Walther’s Prize Song from “Die Meis- 
tersinger.” It was sung in German. 
The supplement said: 

A notable addition to the Victor's 
list of artists is Lambert Murphy. 
This young American tenor joined the 
forces of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany last season, and he has won great 
praise from both press and public 
by the masterly manner in which he 
has acquitted himself in many im- 
portant roles. A brilliant operatic 
future is predicted for this young sing- 
er, who has just made an exclusive 
contract with the Victor. 


In November. 1912, Murphy sang 
the Weatherly-Denza song. “Call Me 
Back,” and in December he had a 
seasonal offering with a Christmas 
flavor, “The Birthday of a King.” 


VI. Some Operatic Recordings 


It is hard to understand why no 
more Murphy records (aside from 
two or three numbers by the Or- 
pheus Quartet in which he presum- 
ably sang) appeared for almost a 
year, Not until Nov., 19138, was the 
name of Lambert Murphy again seen 
in a Victor supplement. This time 
he sang a 12-inch version in Italian 
of “O Paradiso” from “Africana.” 

A month later, Murphy was heard 
in “Ah! leve toi soleil” (Fairest Sun, 
Arise!) from Act 2 of Gounod’s “Ro- 
meo et Juliette.” This time he sang 
in French, bringing to four the num- 
bers of languages in which he had 
recorded. The editor said: “Mr. Mur- 
phy’s rendition of this lovely Gounod 
air is a beautiful one, and it is hoped 
that he will soon be heard at the 
Metropolitan in such roles as Romeo, 
for which his voice is admirably 
adapted.” 

The most ambitious recording Mur- 
phy had undertaken was issued in 
January, 1914, when he and his bari- 
tone friend, Werrenrath, joined forc- 
es in a 12-inch Purple Label produc- 
tion of “Solenne in quest’ ora” 
(Swear In This Hour) from Verdi’s 
“Forza del Destino.” The names of 
Caruso and Scotti automatically come 
to mind when his difficult operatic 
duet is mentioned, so no wonder Sam 
Rous began his comment by saying: 

The Caruso and Scotti rendition of 

this number has had an _ enormous 

vogue all over the world. There are, 
however, many customers, who have 
felt unable to possess this record, and 
it is mainly for these that we now 


issue a splendid rendition in the Purple 
Label class, which is worthy of a 
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place in every collection. The Purple 
Label record of the duet is an excellent 
one, exhibiting the fine voices of these 
two young singers to much advantage. 


Murphy and Werrenrath sang in 
Italian. A month later, in February, 
they aired their duet prowess with 
another Italian opera air, this time 
“Ah, Mimi, tu piu” (Ah, Mimi, False 
One) from act 4 of Puccini’s “La Bo- 
heme.” Mr. Rous said: “Mr, Murphy 
and Mr. Werrenrath . . . give an ad- 
mirable rendition of this effective 
duet.” 

The prominence accorded to Mur- 
phy’s operatic repertoire at this pe- 
riod may have been a reflection of 
the high regard which Calvin Child, 
chief of the Victor Red Seal division, 
had conceived for him. Murphy and 
Billy Murray were among the few 
male Victor recording artists aside 
from the classical galaxy, whom Child 
frequently entertained in his home. 
He may have been “grooming” Mur- 
phy for later Red Seal honors. There 
is no reason to think he ever medi- 
tated Red Seal status for Murray, 
but Billy’s quiet, gentlemanly de- 
meanor appealed to him. 


VII. Dixon Again Takes Over 


It is rather amusing, but somewhat 
puzzling, to observe how Raymond 
Dixon and Lambert Murphy alter- 
nated in Victor recording lists. After 
the splurge of operatic airs by Mur-

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PERFECTION REGISTERING BANK 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


Little girls who are sugar and spice and everything 
nice are well represented in some of the mechanical banks. 
As a matter of fact several fine banks were intentionally 
made to have more appeal to girls rather than boys. Ex- 
amples are The Old Woman In The Shoe, Red Riding 
Hood, Girl Skipping Rope, Girl In Victorian Chair, and 
the Speaking Dog Bank. Another example of this group, 
the Perfection Registering Bank, is our choice as No. 77 
in the numerical classification of the mechanical banks. 


The Perfection: Registering Bank is as the name im- 
plies a registering bank, and therefore, can also be 
classed in with the registering banks. However, it 1s 
definitely a mechanical bank since the figure of the girl 
moves down the track as coins are inserted and the oper- 
ating lever pressed. 


The exact date or period of manufacture of the 
bank is not known and the base plate only shows the 
terminology ‘Patent Applied For.” To the best of the 
writer’s knowledge no patent papers have ever been found. 
However, it is the writer’s opinion that it is definitely 
a product of the well known bank designer, C. F. Bailey, 
and was manufactured by the J. & E. Stevens Com- 
pany of Cromwell, Conn. As can be seen in the picture 
the bank is a fine example of Bailey’s. artistry in using 
flowers, animals, and figures in the general design. This 
is typical of Bailey’s work and many of his banks show 
this extra care and detail in their makeup. This, of

course, required more time and effort in making the orig- 
inal pattern, however, the end result was a more interest- 
ing, attractive, detailed mechanical bank. 

The bank shown is in fine original condition with ex- 
cellent paint, and as a matter of fact could be called 
mint condition. It is in the extensive collection of Mr. L. 
C. Hegarty and was originally in the collection of the 
late Dr. Arthur E. Corby. The bank is attractively dec- 
orated in an all over light tan color, all figures and 
decorations are highlighted in gold. The figure of the 
soldier is completely gold and the girl has blond hair, 
a red belt, and a brown smock. There is red highlight- 
ing on the end of the bank facing the girl. The numbered 
section along the back of the bank where the amount of 
the deposit is shown is a dark blue-black paper printed 
with gold numbers and lines. The name of the bank 
is also printed in gold on this paper section. The news- 
boy embossed on the front has a newspaper under his 
left arm titled “Sun.” On the right end of the bank 
there is a large embossed cat’s head and this complete 
end opens for the removal of coins, The birds, flowers, 
and other decorations are shown in the picture. 

To operate the bank a dime is inserted in the pro- 
vided slot located in the front top edge of the left end 
section of the bank. A lever located in this same end 
section is then pressed. In so doing the girl moves for- 
ward and the pointer in her right hand indicates the 
amount now in the bank. It might be well to point out 
that the operating lever is inside the protruding curved- 
out section on the left end of the bank as shown in 
the picture. It is of interest to note that the lever makes 
no contact with the operating mechanism until the in- 
sertion of a coin, 

The Perfection Registering Bank is a difficult item to 
add to a collection as it was apparently never made in any 
great quantities. This, plus the fact, that it is a very 
attractive bank appearance-wise makes it a nice addi- 
tion to a collection of mechanical banks.

“How CAN a doll live?” a young 
Japanese girl was asked. 

“Why,” was the answer, “if you 
love it ENOUGH it will live.” 

This story comes from the epitome 
of “Glimpses of Unfamiliar Japan” 
in Doctor Gould’s book written about 
50 years ago, “Concerning Lafcadio 
Hearn,” page 263. In the book Dr. 
Gould says: “At every temple festival 


in Japan there is a sale of toys. 
And every mother, however poor 
buys her child a toy. They are not 
costly, and are charming. 

“Many of these toys would seem 
odd to a little English child. There 
is a tiny drum, a model of the drum 
used in the temple; or a miniature 
sambo table, upon which offerings 
are presented to the gods. There is 
a bunch of bells fastened to a wooden 
handle. It resembles a rattle, but it 
is a model of the sacred SUZU which 
the virgin priestess uses in her dance 
before the gods. Then there are 
tiny images of priests and gods and 
goddesses. 

“There is little of grimness in the 
faiths of the Far East; their gods 
smile. Why religion should be con- 
sidered too awful a_ subject for 
children to amuse themselves decent- 
ly with never occurs to the common 
Japanese mind. 

“Besides these, there are pretty 
toys illustrating some fairy tale or 
superstition, and many other play- 
things of clever devices, and the little 
doil, O-Hina-San (Honorable Miss

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Hina) which is a type of Japanese 
girl beauty. The doll in Japan is 
a sacred part of the household. There 
is a belief that if it is treasured 
long enough it becomes alive. 

“Such a doll is treated like a real 
child; it is supposed to possess super- 
natural powers. One had such rare 
powers that childless couples used to 
borrow it. They would minister to it, 
and would give it a new outfit of 
clothes before returning it to its 
owners. All who did this became 
parents. To the Japanese a new doll 
is only a doll; but a doll that has 
received the love of many genera- 
tions acquires a soul. 

“Never is the corpse of a doll 
thrown away. When it has become 
so worn out that it must be consi- 
dered quite dead, it is either burned 
or cast in running water, or it is 
dedicated to the God Kojin. 

“In almost every temple ground 
there is planted a tree called enoki, 
which is sacred to Kojin. Before the 
tree will be a little shrine, and either 
there or at the foot of the sacred 
tree, the sad little remains will be 
laid. Seldom during the lifetime of 
its owner is a doll given to Kojin. 

“When you see one thus exposed, 
you may be almost certain that it 
was found among the effects of some 
poor dead woman — the innocent me- 
mento of her girlhood, perhaps even 
also of the girlhood of her mother, 
and of her mother’s mother.” 

Probably the first dolls represen- 
ted gods, or mythological beings, 
used in religious ceremonies and 
plays, which were preserved from 
one generation to another. 

For centuries it was the custom In 
Japan for a baby to start life with 
a collection of dolls. This consisted 
of effigies of the Emperor, the Em- 
press, and five Court Musicians. 

Only at the annual three-day Feast 
of Dolls of Hina Matsuri were these 
dolls taken out and played with by 
the child. This children’s festival 
took place on the third day of the 
month. 

It was an invitation affair. The 
children went from house to house 
and even from city to city to see 
the precious dolls. 

Most of us have seen pictures of 
these dolls arranged on tiers of red- 
covered shelves, placed according to 
their rank. The royal family are on

There is a set of furniture, cook- 
ing utensils, etc., for every doll. 
course the dolls are dressed their 
prettiest. 

The children offer to their dolls a 
weak solution of saki in tiny doll 
cups before drinking it themselves. 

(At marriage a gir] takes her dolls 
with her and keeps them until her 
eldest son marries. Then they are 
given to him.) 

Regarding the Feast of Dolls, J. 

J. Rein said: “The female sex ap- 
pears in holiday attire. The whole 
household store: of dolls, among 
which are many old family treasures, 
are brought out for the girls and set 
up in a special room. The living 
dolls entertain the dead ones with 
food and drink, the former consist- 
ing of shiro-cake or white sweet 
cake. 
“In Kiobashidora at Tokyo, where 
the shops are large and splendid and 
some of the dolls expensive, there is 
great activity on this day. Formerly 
the Feast of Dolls fell, as a rule, in 
April, when the favorite sakura trees 
are in blossom, a bloom which re- 
sembles our peach tree.” 

One writer, in speaking of this 
festival time, says: “Mothers adorn 
the chamber with blossoming peach 
boughs and arrange therein an ex- 
hibition of all the dolls which their 
daughters have received; these rep- 
resent the Mikado and Court person- 
ages for whom a banquet is prepared, 
which is consumed by the guests of 
the evening.” 

Years ago the writer purchased a 
Japanese doll and upon disrobing it 
was surprised to find the modelling 
exactly true to nature. It definitely 
represented a man. Evidently, this 
was not among the dolls made for 
export, which are sexless. 

Most of us at one time or another 
have come across the Japanese doll 
with five wigs showing the five dif- 
ferent stages of growth — from mai- 
denhood to old age. 

Besides the hatrdo showing her 
age, a young girl wore a red petti- 
coat, until marriage, when it was 
discarded, giving rise to the saying 
“T hope love will not fly away with 
your red petticoat.” 

A wife’s garments were more sub- 
dued than her unmarried sisters, but 
they, especially the OBI, or sash, 
could be as handsome as she could 
afford. The latter was sometimes 
woven of real gold cord and kept 
as a family heirloom. 

Paper dolls, also, are very much 
treasured in Japan. The writer has 
some three-dimensional ones of silk, 
beautifully made. Some have a round 
composition head, others are all pa- 


er. 

Dolls made in Japan for home use 
usually are exquisite. Those for 
foreign trade are more cheaply made, 
but still colorful and worth collect- 


ing. 
The Kokeshi dolls sketched are in- 
teresting playthings for small child- 
ren. The Brooklyn, N.Y., Museum 
has, in its craft shop, some fine ex- 
amples. 
Recently a new interest in Japan- 


ese dolls was created in a Washing- 
ton shop by means of a show of color- 
ful Japanese dolls. The dolls belong 
to the Japan Air Lines and were 
sent around the country to be ex- 
hibited in large cities. Many of our 
readers perhaps have seen these 
dolls. 

It is the largest and most elaborate 
collection of such dolls ever to tour 
the United States. They call it 
“Japan’s Doll World — A Pageant of 
Japanese Life in Miniature.” The 
dolls represent all phases of life in 
Japan — city and rural, rich and 
poor, old and young. 

“There are boys’ dolls, warriors, 
and heroes. There are girls’ dolls, 
babies, and princesses. And there 
are grown-ups’ dolls, mostly pretty 
women dressed in glamorous silks 
and brocades, full of coquetry and 
grace; but also character dolls, men 
and women at work in fields or 
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shops, and favorite characters from 
traditional Noh and Kabuki plays. 

“All these, in tremendous variety 
of size and style, are displayed 
against authentic Japanese back- 
grounds of electric red felt such as 
is traditionally used in Japan as set- 
tings for doll displays. With such 
accessories as furniture, tools, toys, 
weapons, lanterns, pets, fans, um- 
brellas, ete., each doll creates a little 
scene from Japan.” 

Two of the most colorful and in- 
teresting dolls in the Claire Fawcett 
Conway collection are a Japanese 
lady and her maid. The lady wears a 
kimono decorated with the famous 
seed stitch which was long since 
banned in Japan because the close 
work blinded so many workers. 

These fair ladies are antique, ex- 
quisitely made, and the loveliest of 
their kind the writer has ever seen. 
They inspire genuine respect for 
Japanese art.

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FROM INN TO DOLL MUSEUM 

There is no end of interesting 
things that have been done with 
the buildings of America’s past. Cos- 
tumes and dolls are the interest of 
Mary Julian Glover, .and she has 
chosen an inn of pre-Civil War vint- 
age to display her various dolls and 
collections that are lent to her for 
exhibition. 

The inn is typical of the large 
Vermont homes of colonial times. A 
ball room, added in 1852, is filled 
with costumes, laces and trimmings 
of past generations. 

The lower floor became, after the 
coaching days, a store and still con- 
tains a “hoop skirt counter,” with the 
front that sloped in. 

But most interesting of all are the 
dolls that fill the old inn. There 
are dolls of all kinds from sawdust, 
dried apple, paper, clay and sponge, 
to the lovely Jenny Lind dolls, the 
portraits, pottery, china, porcelain 
and parian. 

There is no admission charge to 
the Jenny Lind Doll and Costume 
Museum.

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Buttons 
and Playing 
Cards 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


Playing Cards are not as old as 
Buttons; nor perhaps, are they quite 
as necessary! But they have played 
an important part in our society for 
hundreds of years. Their back designs 
are of minor importance for playing 
purposes, just as buttons designs are 
unimportant as compared to their pri- 
mary function of holding garments 
together. 

But playing cards backs and button 
fronts are very important to collec- 
tors, both for their interesting sub- 
ject matter and their decorative qual- 
ities. Playing Cards were among the 
earliest hobbies to be “related” to 
buttons; and, like so many others 
things pertaining to those fascinat- 
ing fasteners, the relationship can- 
not help but be interesting. 

The cards and buttons shown, read- 
ing left to right, are only a few 
representatives of this happy affinity, 
but they may give a small idea of 
its possibilities. 

Top row. Flat brass button with 
bright moon riveted to a darker 
background. Madame Marie Anne 
Louise Elisabeth Vigée-Lebrun (1755- 
1842). Porcelain button with colored 
transfer, gold border, — self-shank. 
Probably from a self-portrait, similar 
to the one shown on the card. 

Convex redwood button from Cali- 
fornia. 

Bottom row. Modern pressed but- 
ton, found in both gilt and silvered 
finish; self-shank. (This is one of a 
“patriotic” set). 

This button bears the insignia of 
the “L.A.W.”—the League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen which flourished in 
the 1890’s. Flat, bronze-fiinished brass 
with raised design. 

An early “safety” bicycle. Slightly 
convex nickle (?) with design in low 
relief, 

Small brass button with balloon in 
very high relief. Both the Bell and 
the Bicycle Playing Cards are the 
old, large size. 

As with stamps, it is possible to 
find identical designs on both but- 
tons and playing card backs. But 
most of the related pictures are, like 
these, merely pictures of the same 
subject. Even so, they make interest- 
ing groups. It is fun to hunt through 
accumulations of buttons and cards 
in search of matching items. 

And, anything that is “fun” is 
worth trying, where hobbies are con- 
cerned ! 
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ON TIME 


A Miniature Tall-Case 
Clock 


By SILVIO 


The field of clock and watch col- 
lecting is a boundless one, for there 
is no limit to the number of varia- 
tions in mechanism and decorations 
that man’s mind has conceived in the 
production of time-tellers during the 
past centuries. As yet there has been 
no comprehensive catalog or series 
of catalogs which enumerate, de- 
scribe and/or illustrate all that has 
been created in this field alone. 

Every specific horological mech- 
anism that has been developed has 
had individual variations resulting 
from the personality or craftsman- 
ship of the individual maker. In the 
s..me way the style of decoration of 
a clock or watch case during a par- 
ticular period has had endless variety 
resulting from the artistry and taste 
of the individual who produced it. 

A perfect example of the limitless 
scope of this aspect of clock collect- 
ing is a time-piece illustrated here 
from the collection of Mr. Victor Gil- 
bert, of Ridgefield, Conn. 

In spite of the impression created 
at a first glance, the time-piece shown 
is not a tall-case or grandfather 
clock. The time-piece measures a to- 
tal of 16% inches in height over all, 
and about 4% inches in width at the 
waist. 


The case is carved by hand from 
solid mahogany, and the three little 
drawers in the base are actually funce- 
tional, and open and close. The hood 
is designed with an arched top and 
carved from a single piece, sur- 
mounted by three giit brass finials. 

Two pilasters of ebony or ebonized 
wood, with gilt-brass pediments and 
bases in a classic style frame the face. 
The false lenticel window in the waist 
is also surrounded with a decorative 
gilt-brass frame. 

_ The face of the clock is of par- 
ticular interest. A silver dial-plate 
of an old watch is set. into the cen- 
ter of a grille-work of silver gilt. 
The details of the grille, which are 
clearly discernible in the illustration, 
include a medallion portrait of one 
of the English kings, presumably one 
of the Georges. 


A crown is held suspended over 
the portrait by two naked amorini 
one at either side. What may well 
be the three-feathered symbol of the 
Prince of Wales, plus two palm 
leaves, appear directly below the por- 
trait. A rose is featured in each of 
the bottom corners of the grille.

The dial-plate is of very fine work- 
manship and is marked with the 
hours and minutes, which are indi- 
cated by two delicately worked hands 
of gold. The name of the maker, “J. 
Windmills,” appears in a cartouche 
near the center of the dial. 

Turning to the interior of the time- 
piece, it is a surprise to discover that 
it is furnished with a watch move- 
ment geared to a separate spring 
fixed to the interior of the case and 
encased in brass. This is wound by 
means of the winding square below 
the dial on the face of the clock. 

The body of the clock-case is open 
throughout but it does not seem like- 
ly that it ever included other than 
a watch movement wound by a spring. 
The present movement may be a la- 
ter replacement of an original move- 
ment which was undoubtedly the work 
of the maker indicated on the dial, 
J. Windmills. 

Joseph Windmills of London was 
one of the foremost makers of clocks 
and watches of the late 17th and 
early 18th centuries. He became a 
member of the Clockmakers Company 
in 1671 and continued membership 
until at least 1723. 

In 1702 he became a Master, In 
about 1700 he entered into partner- 
ship with his son, Thomas, who had 
served an apprenticeship under him 
and who was accepted as a Master 
in the Company in about 1695. 

Although his signature on his ear- 
lier time-pieces included his first ini- 
tial, Windmills used only his last 
name on the clocks and watches he 
produced after about 1700. His son 
joined him then in a partnership. 

The watch, of which this dial orig- 
inally formed a part, was probably 
made between 1700 and 1720. The 
time-piece in its present form is un- 
doubtedly a work of the 18th century. 

Time-pieces of this form are quite 
searce and most collectible, not onty 
by the horological enthusiast but by 
anyone who appreciates the beautiful 
and the unusual. Sometimes these 
time-pieces are obviously fabricated 
from a salvaged watch movement for 
which a suitable frame or case :s 
made. 

_ More rarely, the time-piece is orig- 
inally conceived as a unit in which 
the movement is designed with a case 
for this specific purpose. Such seems 
to have been the intention with the

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Some Thoughts on 
Watch Collecting 


Collecting old watches as a hobby 
is a highly rewarding experience for 
many. More and more people are tak- 
ing it up and many more would like 
to get started if they could find a 
proper beginning. Watches are, un- 
doubtedly, a very interesting phase 
of horology; in many respects even 
more interesting than clocks. 

I find that many who collected only 
clocks for years are now avid watch 
collectors as well. The activities of 
The National Association of Watch 
and Clock Collectors with its approx- 
imately 3000 members bear out this 
fact conclusively. 

Both clocks and watches are time- 
measuring devices. As such, there is 
a great similarity in their mechan- 
ical functions. Watches, however, 
present much greater problems, Being 
of smaller size, the main-spring, 
which supplies power, must of neces- 
sity be small and weak. 

The gear train, that transmits this 
power and motion through the escape- 
ment to the hands of the watch, is 
the same as that found in a huge 
tower clock, but of course, is infini- 
tesimal in size by comparison. Since 
the power is weak and there are many 
wheels to turn, the mechanical action 
must be highly precisioned, and the 
retarding effect of friction must be 
reduced as nearly as possible to the 
irreducible minimum, All of this calls 
for craftsmanship of the very high- 
est order. 

One can only become a successful 
and intelligent watch collector by 
gaining knowledge through intensive 
study. There are no short cuts. Any- 
one who sets out to make a sizable 
investment in antique watches with- 
out having first acquired some knowl- 
edge of the subject is courting 
disaster. 

Fortunately, there is ample oppor- 
tunity to acquire at least a working 
knowledge. There is a tremendous vol- 
ume of literature on the subject if 
one will take the trouble to find it. 
A great many dealers in books on an- 
tiques can supply books on old clocks 
and watches, They are not always in 
stock, but can usually be found. 

I am going to list a few of the 
books that have proved to be most 
helpful for me. The first is “Antique 
Watches and How to Establish Their 
Age” by Henry G. Abbot. This book 
was published in 1897 and is now 
out of print. Copies of it can be 
found, however. The book contains

many very fine illustrations of old 
watches and a list of the more impor- 
tant makers, It also contains a chart 
of British hallmarks and a chronolog- 
ical history of important mechanical 
changes and style periods. 

The second and perhaps the finest 
of all books on the subject is Brit- 
ten’s “Old Clocks and Watches and 
Their Makers.” I have the latest edi- 
tion of this book, published in 1956, 
and it is truly magnificent. It con- 
tains beautiful and authentic illustra- 
tions and a comprehensive list of 
clock and watch-makers from the ear- 
ly 16th century to the early 19th cen- 
tury; the period that is generally 
conceded to be the mark of antiquity 
in watches. 

Another book that is extremely 
helpful to the collector is ‘Watch- 
makers and Clockmakers of the 
World” by the late G. H. Baillie. This 
book has no illustrations and a very 
minimum of descriptive matter, but 
it does contain a list of 35,000 watch 
and clock-makers with the location 
where they worked and the active 
period of their life. My copy of this 
book is the 1947 edition. I believe 
there is a later edition with several 
thousand names added. I could not 
do without this book. 

Another very useful book is “Time 
and Timekeepers” by Willis I. Mil- 
ham. This book has good sections on 
the mechanical design and operation 
of clocks and watches both old and 
modern. The chapters on watch-mak- 
ing and clock-making in America are 
particularly useful. This is also an 
out of print book but copies may 
be found, 

A book that I have greatly en- 
joyed is “The Story of Watches” by 
T, Camerer Cuss. It was published 
in London in 1953 and book dealers 
ean find it for you. 

The books I have listed above are 
only a few of thousands in existence 
on the subject. I have many others in 
my library, but I find that these are 
the ones most often used. The book 
by Willis I. Milham, listed above, con- 
tains an enormous bibliography of 
books and publications. There are 
others available. The opportunity for 
study, therefore, is limited only by 
one’s ability to find and acquire books 
on the subject and his desire to learn. 

Far too many people believe that 
American-made stem-wind watches 50 
or 60 years old are valuable antiques 
and that American-made key-wind 
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watches are the ultimate in antiquity. 
The first factory-made American 
watches were produced in 1853. There 
are, however, American watches that 
are collectible as I shall point out 
later. 

To enjoy fully the possession of an- 
tiques of any kind it is very neces- 
sary that one know something about 
them. They are not always beautiful, 
and consequently may not be desir- 
able merely from the stand-point of 
appearance or utility. For instance, 
old watches, as a rule, are not good 
time-keepers and have little appeal 
as something to be used as one would 
use a modern watch.

Eighteenth century French watch 
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The appeal must be found in its 
history, who made it and where, its 
design, its quality, its mechanical 
features, its decorative features, or 
in some other qualities that make it 
outstanding, or rare. A collector must 
know what qualities to look for and 
to appreciate when one is found. 
Since antiques are a part of history 
it is to history that we must turn if 
we want to learn about them. 

The history of watch-making goes 
back some 450 years to one outstand- 
ing invention that made it possible 
to make a watch. Prior to the year 
1500, the only time-keeping devices 
in existence were huge tower clocks 
that were powered by weights. These 
weights could be used as a satisfac- 
tory source of motive power for sta- 
tionary clocks, but obviously, could 
not be used to power a portable time- 
piece. 

At this time, Peter Heinlein, a 
young locksmith working in Nurn- 
berg, discovered a way to make a 
long, flat spring that could be coiled 
around an arbor and would exert pow- 
er as it unwound. There was an 
escapement known which could be 
used to control the rate of unwind- 
ing of the spring, and thus for the 
first time, the potential existed for 
the creation of small time-pieces that 
would be portable. 

Both the spring and the escapement 
were crude affairs, but this is of no 
importance. They created a potential 
and they were susceptible to im- 
provement. 

The very early portaple time-piec- 
es were, most probably, more “clock” 
in nature than watch. Almost cer- 
tainly they were large and cumber- 
some by later standards. They are 
often spoken of as_ clock-watches. 
Some of the very early ones that I 
have seen were actually table clocks. 

They were often four to five inch- 
es in diameter and as much as three 
to four inches high; sometimes round, 
but often octagonal in shape. The dial 
was usually horizontal and mounted 
on top of the clock. There were no 
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bezels or glass crystals and when the 
dial was covered it was generally 
by a perforated lid, hinged at one 
side. 

These pieces usually had a strik- 
ing arrangement, controlled by a 
count wheel or locking plate. The 
strike, most often, was on a bell un- 
derneath the clock, sometimes set on 
a base cover, also hinged. These piec- 
es could strike the hour, but could 
not repeat the strike; that feature 
depending on a rack and snail in- 
vented much later. 

The pieces intended to be worn on 
the person were also large and cum- 
bersome and were suspended by a 
cord or chain looped around the neck. 
They most certainly could not have 
been carried in a pocket of the cioth- 
ing worn at that time. These so-called 
watches were mostly oblong in shape, 
and of course, rather crude. 

All of these early pieces had only 
one hand, an hour hand. They were 
extremely inaccurate as time-keepers. 
Since the time-piece might gain or 
lose as much as four or five hours 
per day, a minute hand would have 
been superfluous, even if it had been 
known how to use it. 

I have no suitable illustrations of 
these very early time-pieces. Good 
illustrations and descriptions may be 
found, however, in the books that I 
have recommended in an earlier para- 
graph. It is, of course, interesting to 
know about these rare pieces even 
though the knowledge is academic. 

We should know what these earli- 
est time-pieces looked like and how 
they were made even though the pos- 
sibility that an average collector will 
have one is extremely remote. The 
few known that remain in existence 
are permanently housed in museums 
or rich private collections. Rarely is 
one offered for sale.

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It is interesting to note that dur- 
ing the 17th and 18th centuries many 
reproductions of the early clock- 
watches were made. These reproduc- 
tions are now most desirable antiques 
and command high prices, although 
not comparable to those of originals. 
A good original clock-watch from the 
16th century, if offered for sale, would 
in all probability bring a king’s 
ransom, 

In parts II and III vf this study, 
we will briefly outline the history of 
watch-making, from this early begin- 
ning, to comparatively modern times. 
We will list some of the more im- 
portant inventions and improvements 
that have contributed to the progress 
of the industry. 

This will give us, in chronological 
order, the various steps in the trans- 
formation of the early inaccurate 
time-pieces to the efficient time-keep- 
ers of today. With this information 
in capsule form, we will then have a 
better idea of what collecting watch- 
es is all about and will have a basis 
for further study of a fascinating 
subject. 

I must point out that the study 
of old time-pieces is a never-ending 
endeavor. These articles can do no 
more than open the door just a little 
for a peek at the mysteries beyond. 
Indeed, if I accomplish only this much 
I will be well pleased.

Guardian 
Lions

The symbol of the lion is significant 
in various art forms of Eastern coun- 
tries. In architecture it is interest- 
ing to observe the many ways in 
which lions have been used as pro- 
tective attributes. 


The Lion Gate leading to the cita- 
del of Mycenae, ancient city of 


Greece, is an eminent example, dat-- 


ing from about 1400 B.C. A triang- 
ular slab of stone over the lintel has 
bas-reliefs of two lionesses facing 
each other. It is presumed, by cer- 
tain conditions of the deteriorated 
sculpture, that the figures origi- 
nally had bronze heads. Standing as 
a sign of strength, these symbolic 
lions represent the protecting force 
of the stronghold—and play a part 
in architecture similar to the fantas- 
tic winged human-headed bulls which 
were placed as protectors before the 
palaces of Syria. 


In Persia the lion was used as a 
royal symbol. Among pottery lions 
and other animals that have been 
found at Saveh, one of the most 
lively is a large lion—two feet, nine 
inches high—tense turquoise blue 
glazed faience, from the twelfth or 
thirteenth century A.D. From north- 
west Iran there has come a small 
cast bronze lion—not quite seven 
inches in length—strongly conven- 
tionalized. This specimen has been 
dated at the end of the second mil- 
lenium B.C. 


The Alhambra of Granada, Spain, 
is probably the most famous Moorish 
royal palace in the world. A shred of 
the Orient, its many marvelous halls, 
which surround a series of open 
courts, are decorated with delicate 
marquetry, bright colors, arabesques 
and rich reliefs. The celebrated Court 
of Lions, with its arcades resting on 


124 white marble columns, was con- 
structed during the reign of Mo- 
hammed V_ (13854-1391). Strange, 
stanch hieratic lions encircie an im- 
mense fountain in the center of the 
courtyard. 

Angkor-Wat, the great and grand 
temple of the ancient Khmer Empire, 
was built in Angkor, Cambodia, dur- 
ing the twelfth century, and dedi- 
cated to the god Vishnu. The west- 
ern entrance, leading over a moat to 
the gateway, was guarded by spir- 
itous stone lions, More ferocious, for- 
bidding lions were placed as protec- 
tive symbols before other Angkor tem- 
ples. 

There is in the mythology of Vish- 
nu an instance when a demon-king 
challenged the power of the god. Vish- 
nu proved his potency by suddenly is- 
suing forth from a pillar of the palace 
in a “half-man, half-lion” manifesta- 
tion, and the demon-king was de- 
stroyed. 


Quite special was a phase of In- 
dia’s Buddhist imperial art during 
the reign of King Asoka (272-232 
B.C.). Persian influence is shown in 
royal columns of non-Indian origin. 
Seven such pillars, surmounted by 
sculptured symbols, have been pre- 
served: five with lion-capitals, one 
with a bull-capital, and one with an 
elephant-capital. These columns are 
closely related to the Achaemenid col- 
umns at Persepolis, dating from about 
the fifth century B.C. 


At Lauriya Nandangarh, Nepal, 
there stands a lion-crowned column, 
thirty-nine feet in height, erected in 
243 B.C. It is a completely smooth 
monolithic shaft of Chunar sandstone, 
from a quarry near Benares. A loti- 
form bell capital supports the seated 
figure of a lion, probably designed as 
a symbol of Buddha representing the 
Lion of the Sakya clan. 


Besides his Buddhistic significance, 
the lion is an ancient solar symbol 
in Iran, Mesopotamia, and Egypt. 


A more complicated baroque type 
of pillar once stood in the Deer Park 
(242-236 B.C.) where the Buddha 
first preached. After visiting the area 
in the seventh century A.D., a Chi- 
nese pilgrim described the memorial: 
“A stone pillar about seventy feet 
high. The stone is altogether as bright 
as jade. It is glistening and sparkies 
like light.” A bell capital sustains a 
plinth which is surmounted by four 
stiff heraldic lions with mask-like 
heads, standing back to back—as if 
proclaiming peace to the four quar- 
ters of the world. This type of col- 
umn originally supported an enor- 
mous sandstone disk typifying the 
Wheel of the Law, Fragments of this 
monument are preserved in the Ar- 
chaeological Museum at Sarnath. 


In Bhatgaon, Nepal, a_ temple 
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rising in five tiers, resembling a 
Chinese pagoda, was completed in 
1703. Stalwart stone statues, on a 
five-tiered plinth, line the steep stair- 
way which leads to the entrance of 
the temple. These forcible figures: leg- 
endary heroes, lions, elephants, the 
lion-god Baghini and the tiger-god 
Singhini, symbolize the sentries whose 
command is constant. 

The beauty and the repulsion of 
Nepal’s spiritual existence are min- 
gled in the Durbar Square at Kat- 
mandu—where every building is at 
least 400 years old. Visitors to this 
capital city long remember the royal 
temple of Taleju, five-storied with 
gilded pagoda roofs. One’s attention, 
however, is drawn from the elegance 
of Taleju to the monkey-god gate. The 
golden monkey-god Hanuman Is seat- 
ed on a pedestal—with an umbrella 
over his head—guarded by two green 
stone, silently roaring, lions, As a 
result of certain religious rites, his 
face is so marred by red paint and 
native butter that it is scarcely rec- 
ognizable. 

Not being native to China, the lion 
does not appear in Chinese primitive 
art but was introduced later in con- 
nection with Buddhism, symbolizing 
the defender of the law and guardian 
of sacred buildings, 


Important monuments of Buddhist 
sculpture from the Six Dynasties pe- 
riod (264-420 A.D.) have been found 
in the great cave sanctuaries of 
Northern China. Among the common 
carvings is the symbol of the two 
lions flanking the Buddha’s throne. 
They seem to be derived indirectly 
from Persia. 

Monumental monsters and lusty li- 
ons were placed near the tombs of 
Southern Sung rulers, They were de- 
signed to daunt the evilspirits, in 
an effort to protect the peace of the 
dead. Some of the pillars strongly re- 
sembled the Asoka pillars of India. 
These statues reflected the custom of 
placing lions or chimeras by the grave 
mounds, as observed during the ear- 
lier periods. 

An architectural example is shown 
here in a stone lion, one of a pair, 
approximately five feet high. These 
symbolic guardians flank an entrance

to a Journalism building at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, in Columbia. 
They were presented to the Universi- 
ty’s School of Journalism in 1931 by 
the Chinese Government. 

The roof of a Chinese building was 
an obvious place for ornamentation. 
Roof tile figures formed an important 
part of the structure, in addition to 
being entrusted with the responsibil- 
ity of guarding the house, as well as 
its occupants, against evil spirits. 

Early roof figures were carved of 
wood. From the latter part of the Han 
dynasty (206 B.C.-220 A.D.) pottery 
tiles —unglazed and later glazed — 
were used. Roof tiles and roof tile 
figures formed a busy branch of the 
Ming ceramic industry (1368-1644 
A.D.). These figures, at their best, 
were designed diversely with extreme 
emotion, with complete calmness and 
with hearty humor. They were among 
the most energetic and expressive ex- 
amples of the potter’s art. 

Glazing made the hard earthen- 
ware tiles waterproof. Finer exam- 


ples were fashioned entirely by hand; 
however, the Chinese tiles were most- 
ly made in molds. The figures were 
glazed either in monochrome or in 
several colors: yellow, green, blue, 
black and purple. Yellow was reserved 
for imperial roofs and green for the 
houses of officials. Usually ranging

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some of the roof tiles were more than 
four feet in height. 

The file of figures on a roof includ- 
ed various animals—real and myth- 
ical: fishes, phoenixes, dragons, tigers 
and lions, as protectors of peace. 

One of two lion imperial roof tiles 
is shown here. These tiles are heavily 
glazed in a deep mustard yellow. 

The lion, standing for majesty and 
power, is the mythical ancestor and 
totem animal of the Sinhalese people 
of Ceylon. 

In central Ceylon a special variety 
of Sinhalese tile is the eaves- or 
hanging-tile, used on Kandyan tem- 
ple roofs to fringe the eaves. The 
hanging part of these tiles, mostly 
in the shape of conventionalized 
bo-leaves, sometimes is almost square 
in shape. Animal figures — usually 
those of the lion (simha) and goose 
(hamsa) are embossed on both sides 
of the hanging tile. Rectangular tiles 


with lions and geese are used to dec- 
orate wall surfaces, and are often 
painted to emphasize their effect. Ex- 
amples may be seen at the Old Pal- 
ace in Kandy. 

In Tibet figures of lions are includ- 
ed among the objects used in ordinary 
ritual. The remarkable bronze lions 
which are used as altar decorations 
seem to correspond with the lions 
guarding the entrances of temples and 
monasteries in China and India. 

Often very carefully made, some of 
these figures are of considerable size. 

The pair of Tibetan altar lions 
shown here are presumably of Nepa- 
lese workmanship. They are striking 
castings, mounted on plinth bases, and 
were apparently used as incense burn- 
ers.

The 
Bowl is simply engraved, Boston. Free- 
man & Taylor imprint. 

Top of the handle shows the profile 

bust of Phillip William Otterbein, a 
United Brethren clergyman for whom 
Otterbein University at Westerville, 
Ohio, was named. The college and 
grounds are shown in the bowl. This 
‘college claims to be the second in the 
world to admit women on an equality 
with men—women having been permit- 
ted to study for degrees since its foun- 
dation in 1847. Howard mark. 
.-“Actor’s Fund Fair’ spoon, a real 
rarity cast by Gorham with its bowl 
serving as a cream ladle or bouillon 
spoon. The five actresses who appear 
On the obverse of the handle are Char- 
lotte Cushman, Mary Anderson, Clara 
Morris, Agnes Ethel, and Lotta Crab- 
tree. The actors represented on the re- 
verse of the handle are Edwin Forrest, 
Edwin Booth, E. L. Davenport, Joseph 
Jefferson, and William J. Florence, The 
obverse of the bowl carries a_ small 
scroll and the words Park Theatre, New 
York, and a nicely embossed bowl of 
the theatre. On the reverse of the bowl 
are the words ‘‘Actor’s Fund Fair - May 
2nd to 7th, 1892." 

Theodore Rossevelt. Underneath the 
bust of Teddy enclosed in a garland 
wreath are the crossed flags done in 
enamel of the United States & Cuba, 
and on the stem are the words ‘‘We 
Will Return.”’ The outstanding feature 
of this old Gorham spoon is the fine 
detail of the relief work in the bowl 
displaying the equipment of the cavalry 
soldier—hat, gun, sword, field-pack, sad- 
dle-bag, canteen, cartridge-belt, and 
saddle. 

The Bertha Palmer Statuette. A spoon 
commemorating the Columbian Exposi- 
tion in Chicago in 1893. The finial is a 
profile bust in the most exquisite de- 
tail of Bertha Honore Palmer, wife of 
the wealthy Potter Palmer.

The artisan of 
old sometimes used the features of 
the head of a lion to make a bracelet 
in gold. The ram’s head was also 
a popular subject for the early gold- 
smith.

OLD JEWELRY ILLUSTRATED 


_ The student of old jewelry fash- 
ions, and the collector in particular, 
find many interesting surprises 
when checking through old prints, 
and old books showing fashions. 

W. Z. Purnell, of Snow Hill, Md., 
now in his eighties, is a man of 
hobbies, and one of the pleasantries 
of his life is to frame old colored 
Godey prints and present them to his 
friends. Two such framed prints 
that he sent to HOBBIES office a 
short times ago, made us pause and 
reflect on the dress of the 1875's.

Your reporter was especially inter- 
ested in the jewelry that the ladies 
of 1875 were wearing with their ela- 
borate costumes. Pendant earrings 
seemed to be most popular, for it 
was an era of pierced ears. The 
necklaces look very much as today’s 
variety with beads predominating. 

One low-necked short sleeve dress 
was made further elaborate with 
bracelets on each arm. The earrings 
the same lady wore were in the 
shape of miniature hands.

TEL AVIV 
GLASS MUSEUM 


The Museum of Glass, which will 
permanently house the million dol- 
lar ancient glass collection of the 
late Dr. Walter Moses, was dedi- 
cated at Tel Aviv, Israel, the first 
of fourteen buildings projected for 
the Museum Ha’aretz (the Museum 
of the Land), the archaeological mu- 
seum of Tel Aviv. 

The new Glass Museum, one of 
three in the world entirely dedicated 
to glass—the others are in Corning, 
New York and Murano, Italy—was 
made possible by a gift of the late 
Louis M. Rabinowitz, of New York, 
to the America-Israel Cultural Foun- 
dation, which was added to the funds 
and land made available by the city of 
Tel Aviv. 

Speakers at the dedication were 
Zalman Aranne, Israel Minister of 
Education and Culture; and Mayor 
Haim Levanon of Tel Aviv. Haim Al- 
perin, Administrative Curator of the 
museum, presided. 

Pointing out that the new Glass 
Museum is only the first of fourteen 
buildings planned for the Museum 
Ha’aretz, Mr. Aranne said that the 
new Museum Ha’aretz, when com- 
pleted, will develop into a great ar- 
chaeological center. 

Present at the dedication ceremony 
were former Prime Minister Moshe 
Sharett, honorary chairman of the 
Israel board of the America-Israel 
Cultural Foundation; Israel Bar-Ye- 
huda, Minister of the Interior; Pin- 
has Rosen, Minister of Justice; Dr. 
Benjamin Mazar, president of the 
Hebrew University; as well as Mrs. 
Louis M. Rabinowitz, wife of the do- 
nor of the Museum of Glass building, 
who. made a special trip to Israel to 
attend the dedication. 

The museum is located on about 
thirty acres running along the north- 
ern banks of the River Yarkon, ad- 
jacent to a beautifully planted pub- 
lic gardens and park. Near the Glass 
Museum, and eventually to be con- 
nected to it by a small bridge, are 
the excavations of Tel-Quassile, re- 
puted to be the ancient harbor site 
of the old Jewish Kingdom. 

The Moses collection, valued at over 
a million dollars, traces the history 
of thirty-five hundred years of glass 
making. It is divided into five gen- 
eral periods: the making of glass be- 
fore the art of glass blowing was de- 
veloped, 1500 B.C. until about 100 


B.C., the Roman period, from 100 
B.C. until approximately 300 A.D.; 
Byzantine glass, from about 300 A.D. 
until approximately 600 A.D.; glass 
making from the Arabic period, 600 
A.D. until 1500 A.D.; and European 
and American glass from 1500 A.D. 
to the present. In all, the glass col- 
lection includes some 3,000 objects. 

In addition to the Glass Museum 
pavilion, the other buildings planned 
for the Museum Ha’aretz are a cen- 
tral pavilion devoted to the archae- 
ology of the Land of Israel and small- 
er buildings devoted to ancient Egypt, 
Syria, Cyprus, Turkey, Greece, Crete 
and Aegean cultures, Mesopotamia 
and Iran, Roman culture, Byzantine 
culture, the period of the Crusades, 
and the folklore of Israel. The Mu- 
seum, and its entire collection of over 
10,000 archaeological objects, will be 
associated with the Archaeological In- 
stitute of the nearby Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity. 

The new Glass Museum building, 
for which the architects are W. J. 
Wittkower and E. W. 8aumann, has 
been built in accordance with a ba- 
sic plan originally conceived by Dr. 
Moses, It’s a striking copper-roofed 
circular structure of red brick, rock- 
stone and blue-green glazed tiles. A 
glass furnace has been set up in the 
entrance to the building at which a 
glass blower will demonstrate this an- 
cient art for visitors. There is also 
a library of 3500 volumes on the his- 
tory and archaeology of the Middle 
Fast. 

In ancient times, even for some 
time after the destruction of the 
Temple, the art of glass blowing was 
practiced preponderantly by Jews, 
Palestine and Southern Syria being 
the birthplace of blown glass. At the 
present time, there are five glass 
works in a renascent Israel industry.

“Rochester—125 Years Ago.” Models, 
miniature dioramas, maps, documents 
and objects are used in this exhibit.

ART BY WEBER 


The Newark Museum has an- 
nounced that its major exhibition for 
the Fall of 1959 will be a one-man 
show of the works of Max Weber. 
The exhibition, to be shown in four 
galleries at the Museum from Octo- 
ber 1 through November 15, will span 
the artistic career of Weber from his 
early days as a student in Paris 
through the years to his present work. 


Weber, internationally known for 
his wide variety of work, has main- 
tained a close association with the 
Newark Museum for almost fifty 
years, and this year, as the Newark 
Museum celebrates its Golden Anni- 
versary, appeared to be an appro- 
priate time to once again acknowledge 
this long relationship between artist 
and institution. 

As has been the case throughout the 
history of the Newark Museum, the 
Fall exhibition will be liberally spiced 
with “firsts.” This will be the sec- 
ond time the Newark Museum has 
honored Weber with a one-man show 
of his work. The first time the New- 
ark Museum exhibited Weber’s work 
was in the Fall of 1918, a few months 
after Weber had designed the instal- 
lation of the Museum’s exhibition of 
Antique Casts. That exhibit, shown 
in the Museum’s original gallery 
area on the top floors of the Newark 
Free Public Library, was confined 
solely to Weber’s work in the field of 
painting, The coming exhibition, con- 
siderably expanded, will include more 
than 50 oil paintings by the artist, 
together with many early and cur- 
rent pieces of sculpture. In addition, 
one large gallery will be devoted to 
drawings, water colors, prints and 
gouaches, while a smaller one will 
contain many articles of Weber mem- 
orabilia. 

In its efforts to show the broad 
sweep of Weber’s work, and resulting 
versatility both in medium and tech- 
nique, the museum will draw on a 
number of sources to complement 
properly the exhibition. Many of the 
paintings to be shown will be bor- 
rowed from Weber himself, a num- 
ber of them major works that have 
not been previously exhibited. A num- 
ber of important canvases are also 
being borrowed from private and in- 
stitutional collections, These include 
two paintings and a drawing from 
the Museum of Modern Art, a draw- 
ing from the Brooklyn Museum, and 
two works from the Whitney Museum.

Harking back to Weber’s earlier 
show at the Newark Museum, sev- 
eral of the paintings exhibited in 
1913 will also be hung for the Fall 
exhibition. In addition, the three 
paintings and a drawing by Weber 
that have been acquirea by the New- 
ark Museum over the years will also 
be shown, 

Weber’s work in sculpture is also 
an area that is expected to arouse ex- 
tensive enthusiasm. Within recent 
years he has shown a renewed in- 
terest in sculpture, and has resumed 
work in that medium. Many of his 
earlier pieces, originally executed on 
a small basis, have been enlarged and 
cast in bronze by Weber during the 
past few years, and should provide 
an interesting contrast with his 
paintings. This will be tne first Muse- 
um exhibition of his bronzes. The 
sculpture, rather than being central- 
ized in one area, will be distributed 
through the four galleries devoted to 
Weber’s work, 

Weber, one of the more competent 
early American modernists, had stu- 
died under Matisse in his student 
days, and was one of the first Amer- 
ican artists to turn to expression 
through cubism and through abstrac- 
tion. The coming show will include 
examples of all of his major periods 
of expression and subject matter, 
and will include, of course, portraits, 
landscapes, and still lifes. Most prom- 
inent in the show, however, will be 
the figure paintings with which Web- 
er has been identified throughout the 
major portion of his career.

The Smithsonian Institution has 
received from Mr. Lincoln Isham of 
Dorset, Vt., two watches worn by 
Mary Todd Lincoln, wife of President 
Abraham Lincoln, and an elaborate 
game box used by “Tad” Lincoln. 
These objects are now on display at 
the Smithsonian. 

Mr. Isham, who has recently con- 
tributed other important items to the 
Smithsonian’s National Collection of 
Lincolniana, is a great-grandson of 
President Lincoln. 

The two watches portray the gay 
and somber aspects of Mrs. Lincoln’s 
public life. One, a Swiss bracelet 
watch is bright with gold, blue ena- 
mel, and chip diamonds. It was 
one of the many expensive acces- 
sories acquired by Mrs. Lincoln while 
she was in the White House. The 
other is Mrs. Lincoln’s mourning 
watch, her personal timepiece for the 
years after the President’s death. It 
is set in a black onyx mounting and 
suspended from a black onyx fob. 

The game box, also the gift of 
Mr. Isham, is of rosewood and ma- 
hogany and bears a brass plate in- 
scribed “Thomas Lincoln, 1871.” It 
contains playing cards, chessmen, 
checkers, poker chips, ard dominoes 
and was purchased by Mrs. Lincoln 
for her son “Tad” when they were 
in London. 

The objects are being added to 
the Lincoln Sesquicentennial Exhibit 
in the Smithsonian’s Arts and In- 
dustries Building, where they may 
be seen from 9:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
each day.

INGRES PAINTING 


The Wadsworth Atheneum recent- 
ly announced the acquisition of an 
outstanding painting by a great 
French master of the last century, 
Jean-Auguste-Dominique Ingres, 

The painting, entitled “The Entry 
into Paris of the Dauphin, the Fu- 
ture Charles V,” was described in 
these terms by Charles C. Cunning- 
ham, director of the museum: 

“The painting has a superb qual- 
ity and perhaps more than any other 
nineteenth century picture typifies 
the neo-classical style of French 
painting. 

“It is often used in comparison 
with Delacroix’s ‘The Conquest of 
Constantinople’ in the Louvre to dem- 
onstrate the difference between the 
two conflicting styles in the nine- 
teenth century, classicism and Ro- 
manticism. 

“The Ingres painting descends from 
such Renaissance masterpieces as 
Renozzo Gozzali’s ‘Procession of the 
Magi,’ and Piero della Francesca’s 
‘Constantine’s Victory over Maren- 
tius.’ 

“It will be a superb addition to 
our collection. We have an Ingres 
portrait, one of the several versions 
of the ‘Duke of Orleans,’ but we did 
not own a subject painting. These 
are extremely scarce.” 

Ingres (1780-1867), alternately ex- 
alted and disdained by his contempo- 
raries, has been called the initiator 
of modern decorative art. He painted 
in the classic tradition with simpli- 
city, a deep feeling for form and 
great precision of line. He greatly 
influenced Degas, the famous painter 
of the ballet. : 

Ingres devoted considerable time to 
portrait painting, but he considered 
his subject paintings, drawn from 
history and literature, as his most 
important works. 

The Atheneum’s new painting, a 
gift from Paul Rosenberg and Co. 
in New York City, shows remarkable 
study and research in the academ- 
ically correct handling of costumes 
and period details. 

The picture shows Charles V, called 
“The Wise,” entering Paris in 1358. 
Then barely 20, he put down a peas- 
ant rebellion and rescued France 
from the chaos that followed disas- 
trous defeat in the early years of 
the Hundred Years War. Charles out- 
witted France’s quarreling parlia- 
ment to re-establish the strength of 
the monarchy. 

Ingres painted the picture in Italy 
in 1824, during the bumbling reign 
of the weak Bourbons who were re- 
stored after the defeat of Napoleon 
Bonaparte. The painting reflects a 


nostalgic mood for past glories that 
was flooding France and all Europe. 

Ingres was also trained as a vio- 
linist, but abandoned any thonght 
of a musical career when he came 
to Paris at 17 to study under the 
great David. He won the coveted 
Prix de Rome in 1801, but could not 
go to Italy until 1806. 

Some of his most famous paint- 
ings, including the Atheneum’s new 
“Dauphin,” were painted during his 
18 years in Italy. 

Ironically, many were severely crit- 
icized in Paris for what experts called 
his dry, linear method of abstract- 
ing human figure. But despite these 
ups and downs in public acceptance, 
Ingres maintained the style of. his 
paintings throughout his life. His 
early paintings, unlike those of many 
artists, look very much like his late 
works, 

The Atheneum’s general curator, 
Evan Turner, calls the new Ingres: 
“a most welcome addition to the 
Atheneum’s already distinguished rep- 
resentation of French 19th century 
painting. 





DUTCH MASTERS DRAWINGS 
TOUR SPONSORED 
BY SMITHSONIAN 


The Rijksmuseum in Amsterdam 
recently announced plans for a spe- 
cial “homecoming” presentation of 
the exhibition “DUTCH MASTER DRAWw- 
INGS” following its outstandingly 
successful tour of American muse- 
ums. This exhibition, arranged by the 
Smithsonian Institution in coopera- 
tion with the Netherlands Govern- 
ment, was the most comprehensive 
survey ever made of the subject. 
Never before had such an extensive 
collection of Dutch drawings been 
assembled, covering as it did five cen- 
turies, from Bosch to Van Gogh. 

Enthusiastic reviews accompanied 
each of the exhibition’s six presenta- 
tions in the United States. During its 
seven-month stay it was seen by more 
than 100,000 visitors to the National 
Gallery in Washington, the Pierpont 
Morgan Library in New York, the 
Minneapolis Art Institute, the Muse- 
um of Fine Arts in Boston, the Cleve- 
land Museum of Art, and the Chica- 
go Art Institute. 

One hundred and fifty rare and 
beautiful drawings by such masters 
as Hieronymous Bosch, Lucas van 
Leyden, Rembrandt, Van de Velde, 
Mauve, Maris, and Vincent van Gogh, 
among others, were included in this 
unique survey. Prof. Dr. J. Q. van 


Sculptures 


Regteren Altena, foremost author- 
ity on the subject and director of 
the Rijksmuseum’s Printroom, made 
the selection from Dutch museums 
and private collections. During its 
American tour, this selection was 
augmented by important loans from 
this country and Canada. 

Because of the extraordinary value 
of the drawings, the tour was neces- 
sarily limited to a few leading United 
States museums. A curator from the 
Rijksmuseum accompanied the exhi- 
bition to this country and remained 
with it during the entire tour. The 
drawings traveled in his stateroom 
across the Atlantic and were trans- 
ported from city to city in the cu- 
rator’s train compartment. 

This exhibition is one in a series 
of major graphic shows, initiated by 
the Smithsonian Institution Travel- 
ing Exhibition Service. Others have 
included “French Drawings—Master- 
pieces from Five Centuries” (1952- 
1953); “Goya Drawings” (1955); 
and “German Drawings” (1955-1956). 


An illustrated catalogue with intro- 
duction to text by Dr. van Regteren 
Altena and 53 illustrations was pub- 
lished by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion for the participating museums.

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THE FOUR SEASONS IN 
CENTRAL PARK 
A PHOTOGRAPHIC EXHIBITION 


THE Four SEASONS IN CENTRAL 
PaRK, a photographic portrait of New 
York’s famous park and the people 
who use it throughout the year, will 
be the subject of a Fall exhibition 
at the Museum of the City of New 
York, Fifth Avenue at 103-104 Street. 
The exhibition will open on Septem- 
ber 23, and remain on view through 
January 3, 1960. 

It is said that a picture represents 
not an object itself, but rather some- 
one’s way of looking at it. Herb 
Snitzer, who took the photographs in 
this exhibition, sees Central Park as 
a “symbol of the basic dignity and 
beauty of man.” It follows that his 
photographs transcend the limited 
validity of documentary record, and 
are more important for what they 
suggest than for what they state. 
The people he has photographed in 
the Park—children romping, a youth 
on a rock, old men playing checkers 
—appear as types rather than as 
individuals, and their activities are 
more symbolic than specific. 

Mr. Snitzer spent some three days 
a week in the Park during 1958, 
often working late at night and ear- 
ly in the morning to capture the 
moods of the weather and of the 
people who relax in New York’s

A Hadj to 
America’s 
Bell-Mecca 


By LOUIS 0. GANNON 


At one time or another, every se- 
rious bell collector in America has 
heard about or read of the renowned 
Mission Inn of Riverside, Calif. On 
the other hand, I doubt seriously that 
any, save one who has actually tread 
its hallowed halls, is fully aware of 
how really fabulous it happens to be. 
Certainly, none of the works perused 
by this writer before hand had ac- 
tually prepared him for the surprises 
encountered within the walls of that 
connoisseurs’ paradise. 

Being somewhat jaded by the rig- 
ors of a week of travel from our 
headquarters in Mabton, Wash., and 
being almost apathetic as a result of 
having examined so many collections 
of other kinds, we felt our senses 
only moderately sharpened by the 
discovery that, as we approached our 
goal along Riverside’s Main Street, 
the very shades of the street lamps 
had become bell-shaped, literally. It 
was with a jolt of pleasure that we 
suddenly became aware of the dimen- 
sions of our objective, the “Inn” it- 
self. I realized, as we passed through 
the “ivied” portals, that I had not 
even known the place by its proper 
name, It is not, as it is usually 
termed, merely the “Mission Inn,” it 
is the “Mission Inn Hotel,” a giant 
sprawling, beautiful, complex edifice 
covering an entire city block, an over- 
whelming fairyland of “Mission- Ba- 
roque” architecture, incorporating a 
million delights from its huge bell 
tower down through its curio-filled 
arcades, stairwells, grottoes, ambu- 
latories—even to the labyrinthine un- 
derground crypts filled with collec- 
tors’ prizes from all over the world. 
To quote their modest brochure, it is 
in truth “An enchanted island .. . 
in the center of a bustling world.” 

Although we had arrived without 
reservations, we were fortunate 
enough to obtain a fine room with a 
view of the main courtyard with its 
huge blue-lighted pool, which cast an 
exotic under-illumination upon the 
lush palms before our canopied bal- 
cony. 

At the dinner hour the air was 
filled with the resonant intonations 
of a great carillon booming out “Beau- 
tiful Dreamer” and other melodies, 
produced electronically, not by arti- 
ficial chimes (Heaven forbid!) but, 
rather by a tape which controls the 
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L. O,. Gannon enjoys one of several bell cabinets filled with over a hundred 








smaller bells, each a work of art, from the far corners of the earth. These were 


all gathered by the late Frank A. Miller.

electrically activated strikers, which 
in turn, ring real bells. 

Guests and visitors are permitted 
to explore most areas at all times, in- 
cluding the often photographed 
“Porch” or “Garden of Bells,” which 
is actually an open patio on the mez- 
zanine level overlooking the large 
central patio. There are special tours 
which take the traveler through all 
the numerous halls and rooms of in- 
terest under the expert guidance of 
Mildred Ball, director of collections 
and manager of the large and well- 
stocked curio shop.

Because of the fact that we were 
on a short schedule, the Hotel Man- 
ager, Frank Brett, very graciously 
made arrangements for our explora- 
tions and photography before the reg- 
ular tour was to begin. The gates 
were opened and we were conducted 
by Miss Ball through the many so- 
called “catacombs,” underground halls 
filled with every kind of bell a col- 
lector could wish to see. We were 
given one of the last, now rare, 
copies of a booklet, “The Bells and 
Crosses of the Glenwood Mission Inn,” 
printed in 1946, which describes 483 
of the bells, whose total number, in- 
cluding the smallest, must run over 
a thousand, a great many of which 
are in the ten-to-twenty-inch class! 
No actual count was given. We did 
discover that the collection has been 
very slightly reduced. Some of the 
duplicated bells have found their way 
to other collections subsequent to the 
passing of the original founder of 
the collection, the late Frank A. 
Miller. 

The present management now is 
attempting to catalog and rearrange 
the underground collection, which in- 
cludes not only bells, but also room 
after room of valuable objets d’art of

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The Birth of the Cash Register 


One day during a cruise to Europe 
a midwestern cafe owner asked if 
he might visit the engine room of 
the ship. He was a stocky man with 
a handlebar mustache that swept ele- 
gantly across his face. As he watched 
the device that counted the turns of 
the ship’s propeller an idea slowly 
began to take shape in his mind. 

“If the revolutions of a propeller 
could be counted automatically, why 
wouldn’t it be possible to make a ma- 
chine that would count the sales in 
a store—in his own cafe for ex- 
ample?” 

This chance observation made dy 
James Ritty more than 75 years ago, 
amid the din of a ship’s engine room, 
gave birth to the cash register—an 
invention that has influenced the 
lives of millions of people throughout 
the world. Today the cheerful jingle 
of the machines can be heard in 


over 100 countries, It sounds 1,000 
times an hour in a Brooklyn bargain 
basement and mingles with the tem- 
ple bells in Bangkok. fhe machines 
are operated by Eskimos north of 
the Arctic Circle and by Zulu tribes- 
men below the Equator, by perfu- 
meurs in Paris and Algerian mer- 
chants in the Casbah. 

The ring of the casn register is 
perhaps the world’s most familiar 
sound effect. During a radio show 
some years ago the blindfolded con- 
testants were asked to identify dif- 
ferent objects by their sound. The 
prize was won by a man for recog- 
nizing the ring of a cash register. A 
deluge of letters poured into the stu- 
dio. Listening audiences complained 
that the question was too easy, that 
anybody could identify the bell of 
a cash register,

fairs recently figured that there is 
one cash register for every 50 adults 
in the United States. 

The machines can be found wher- 
ever money changes hands—in the 
biggest stores and the smallest, in 
churches, hospitals and schools, even 
in traffic courts where the machine is 
used to record the fine you pay for 
parking on the wrong side of the 
street. The commissary in the Vat- 
ican uses a National cash register 
to record sales in the Holy City. 

Not long ago, a world traveler re- 
ported an incident which dramatical- 
ly showed how the cash register has 
become a symbol of business even in 
the most remote corners of the world. 
During a visit to a small shop in a 
mountain village in the Orient he dis- 
covered a cash register that appeared 
to be as ancient as its owner. The 
machine was just a hollow shell; it 
didn’t add figures, produce receipts 
or even record sales. The only thing 
it did was ring a bell. The puzzled 
visitor asked the store keeper the 
value of. such a machine, 

“It shows I’m a businessman,” he 
replied proudly, 

However the cash register is more 
than just a decoration for showing 
that an individual is a businessman. 
The modern fast-moving retail store 
could not exist without the mechan- 
ical wizardry of the machine, which 
provides merchants with the infor- 
mation they need to run their stores 
efficiently. Neither could the super- 
market with its low price tags, speedy 
check-out lines and acres of quick- 
frozen, vacuum-packed, cellophane- 
wrapped, jumbo-sized goods that have 
become a symbol of the shopping 
revolution during the past few de- 
cades. 

Ritty invented the cash register 
because he wasn’t able to prevent 
the cash from his own business from 
falling into the hands of peculating 
employees whose favorite pastime ap- 
parently was dipping into the till. 
The first. register looked like a big 
wall clock with two hands that in- 
dicated dollars and cents. Like many 
other inventions, the machine: ran 
into opposition at the time. Early 
cash register salesmen were frequent- 
ly tongue-lashed and even attacked 
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by some store clerks who regarded 
the machine as a menace to their 
extra-curricular income. 

Ritty invented the cash register in 
1879. Jeered by his contemporaries, 
he sold the rights to his “thief-catch- 
ing machine” for $1,000. 

The invention was generally re- 
garded as a “white elephant” until it 
was purchased in 1884 by John H. 
Patterson, founder of the National 
Cash Register Company. 

Patterson bought the invention— 
and a small cash register factory 
—for $6,500 from a man named Phil- 
lips, but even Patterson was assailed 
by doubts as to whether he had made 
a good bargain. After making the 
purchase, he attempted to call off the 
deal and offered to let Phillips keep 
$2,000 if the latter would take the 
machine back. 

“Take it back?” the seller is re- 
ported to have said, “T wouldn’t take 
it back as a gift.” 

Since that time, the company has 
manufactured more than 5,000,000 of 
the machines. 

The company is now regarded as 
one of the world’s leading industrial 
firms. During the past 75 years, the 
original 18 employees have grown to 
more than 47,000, and the company 
has expanded into electronics, ac- 
counting machines and other areas, 


Linked with the huge NCR com- 
plex in Dayton are factories, research 
units and offices in every part of the 
globe. Last year, company sales were 
approximately $400 million. 


The cash register has come a long 
way since the primitive clock-shaped 
device invented by Ritty. Today, there 
are cash registers with braille keys 
for the blind and special models for 
amputees with artificial hands, House- 
wives (and their husbands) annual- 
ly save millions of shopping hours 
because of the push-button magic of 
the modern cash register. 


The saving was indicated by a 
recent nationwide Opinion Research 
survey, which showed that one out of 
five store clerks can’t add a simple 


column of seven figures correctly. The : 


survey consisted of the same type of 
arithmetic problems the store em- 
ployees encounter on their jobs. 


In one problem, the clerks were 
asked to calculate the bill for a simu- 
lated basket of groceries. 


“One out of three short-changed 
himself or the customer,” Opinion Re- 
search reported. The study also 
showed that one out of 10 is un- 
able to calculate a customer refund 
in his head without making a mistake. 


Shopping is also speeded by the 
modern cash register. Suppose a su- 
per-market still had to rely on the 
old “brown paper bag” method of 
figuring customer’s bills. 


On a busy shopping day the pileup 
at the check-out counter would make 
a five o’clock traffic jam seem like a

leisurely jaunt through the country- 
side, 

Until the advent of the modern 
cash register, merchants had to rely 
mainly on guess-work in running 
their stores. They had little or no 
way of knowing what merchandise 
they were selling, who sold it, and 
for how much. The cash register sup- 
plied them with this information for 
the first time and made it possible 
for them to operate their stores on 
a more scientific basis, For thou- 
sands of these merchants the cash 
register has meant the difference be- 
tween success and failure. 

Merchants use the information pro- 
vided by a cash register in a variety 
of ways, 

A Oe New York dress shop 
uses its registers to keep tab on the 
fast-changing pace in fashions. Every 
time a garment is sold the machine 
records the size, color, style and type 
of material. As a result the store 
is always in a position to know the 
merchandise its customers want. 

The modern cash register, which 
contains thousands of parts, is in 
some respects as complex as a Swiss 
watch and requires great precision 
to produce. After a tour through the 
NCR factory Henry Ford is said to 
have remarked: “I’m glad I make a 
simple thing like an automobile.” 

Although the Nationa{ Cash Regis- 
ter Company is now celebrating its 
75th birthday, the cash register, a 
forerunner of record-keeping auto- 
mation, is more necessary today than 
ever. 

The reasons aren’t hard to guess. 
Today, the world is moving at an 
ever-faster pace, People don’t have 
time to waste, when they go shop- 
ping. After they make their pur- 
chases in a store, they want to get 
out as fast as possible, and the 
chances are they'll demand even great- 
er speed in the future. 

But that isn’t the only reason. 
Storeowners also are interested in 
speeding up their operation. They 
also need an ever growing amount 
of facts to run their stores efficiently, 
and the cash register still sits in the 
key spot where business information 
is born,

every kind: paintings, bronzes, ceram- 
ies—even mounted animal heads and 
a large, very large array of fine dolls.

phy, he dropped out of sight, as far 
as Victor supplements were concerned, 
and was not heard of again for a 
year. 

But in August, 1914, “Dixon” came 
back, after an absence of more than 
two years, and contributed steadily to 
the catalog for the next several 
months. Victor had begun an exten- 
sive series of “educational” records 
intended mostly for use in public 
schools, and the majority of the Dix- 
on records, from 1914 on, were the 
educational type. In August he sang 
“Over the Summer Sea,” to the mel- 
ody of “La donna e mobile,” from 
“Rigoletto ;” “Rory O’More” and “The 
Girl I Left Behind Me,” and in Sep- 
tember, two compositions of the Civil 
War era, “Battle Cry of Freedom,” 
and “Song of a Thousand Years.” In 
October he was represented by “Un- 
der the Greenwood Tree,” from “As 
You Like It,” and in January by three 
more Shakespearean songs combined 
on one double-faced Black Label rec- 
ord: “Come Away, Death,” “Take, 
Oh Take Those Lips Away,” and “O 
Mistress Mine.” Besides that, he and 
Macdonough did a duet version of “It 
Was a Lover and His Lass,” also 
from “As You Like It.” 


Lambert Murphy was back in Febru- 
ary, 1915, and “Dixon” went into a 
short eclipse. Murphy’s Purple Label 
record was “A Beam From Yonder 
Star,” concerning which the supple- 
ment said: 


The progress of this young singer is 
being watchéd with much _ interest, 
and a brilliant career is being predicted 
for him. During his two years at the 
Metropolitan his voice gained in power 
and beauty, and he filled many roles 
with distinction. Mr. Murphy’s success 
is all the more gratifying because he 


supposedly necessary European train- 
ing and reputation which have always 
been thought essential to a success in 
opera in America. 


One month later Murphy’s alter ego, 
Dixon took over with another edu- 
cational Shakespearean record, “Sigh 
No More Ladies” from “Much Ado 
About Nothing.” In May he took part 
in five songs recorded by trios of 
male voices: “The Duke of Marlbo- 
rough,” by Macdonough, Dixon and 
Werrenrath; “When That I Was a 
Little Tiny Boy,’ and “Hold Thy 
Peace,” by the same group; and 
“Come Unto These Yellow Sands,” 
and “Green Sleeves,” combined on 
one record side, by Werrenrath, Dix- 
on and Hooley. In Juue, on record 
17760, “Dixon” sang four French folk 
songs. 

In March, Murphy, as Dixon, had 
been allowed to make one of his in- 
frequent contributions to Victor’s pop- 
ular song list. On No. 17715 he sang 
“Good Bye, Girls, I’m Through” from 
“Chin Chin.” This disc reveals the 
tenor’s principal singing weakness. 
He was not adept at interpreting the 
lighter, more colloquial type of pop- 
ular music, and his style was too 
heavy for such a song as “Good Bye, 
Girls.” One need only compare it 
with his old friend, Billy Murray’s 
singing of “Ragtime Temple Bells,” 
on the B side, to understand why. 
There is no need to analyze the vo- 
cal equipment of the two, but Billy 
sings the lilting “Temple Bells” as 
it should be, while ‘Dixon’s” ap- 
proach is out of character, Of course, 
Murphy sang opera in a manner Mur- 
ray would not attempt.

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Three Face Collection 


One of the Highlights of the Fall, 1959, 
Tour Historic Galena, Ill., Homes 


Lovers of antiques who attend the 
Annual Historic Tour held in Gale- 
na, Ill., September 26 and 27, will 
be interested in the various collec- 
tions of rare and prized articles on 
public exhibition. 

In early American pressed glass 
visitors will find complete sets in 
Rose-in-Snow, Amber, Daisy and But- 
ton, Classic, Ribbon, Westward Ho, 
and the much desired Three Face. 

The latter group is represented by 
the collection belonging to the Misses 
Anita and Henrietta Siniger of Ga- 
lena who will display their collection 
of 46 pieces of Three Face. The col- 
lection consists of at least one piece 
of each form made except for the 


lamp and a few small glasses. . 

Three Face was made by George A. 
Duncan’s Sons of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
about 1878, and for a few years there- 
after. At the factory it was known 
as “The Sisters” or “The Three Sis- 
ters” pattern. Later the factory per- 
sonnel called it “The Three Graces’ 
and “Three Fates.” It was also desig- 
nated as pattern No. 400. 

There are several stories as to its 
origin. One is that it represents the 
Three Graces, another that the like- 
ness is of a beautiful Philadelphia 
woman, but the one most generally 
accepted is that a glass artist or de- 
signer for the Duncan firm used his 
daughter as the model for the pattern.

The Society of Applied Rocketry is 
the name of a new organization. 
“SOAR” according to a release “will 
be dedicated to conducting research 
in rocketry and its allied fields with 
a direct emphasis on rocket mail and 
its practical applications.” Perry F. 
Zwisler, P.O. Box 862, Holyoke, Mass., 
secretary of the new club, has a col- 
lection of rocket mail from various 
nations which he prizes highly.

There were 337,233 first day cov- 
ers canceled June 8, 1959, when the 
4-cent Silver Centennial commem- 
orative stamp was first placed on sale, 
at Virginia City, Nev. In all, 612,684 
stamps were sold, with a value of 
$24,507.36. 

There were also 225,869 first day 
covers canceled June 6, 1959, when 
the 12-cent Benjamin Harrison reg- 
ular postage stamp was first placed 
on sale at Oxford, Ohio. This is al- 
most a 400% increase over the first 
day covers canceled September 14, 
1938, when the 12-cent Presidential 
regular postage stamp was first is- 
sued. At that time only 62,935 first 
day covers were canceled. In the case 
of the 12-cent Harrison stamp, there 
were 359,884 adhesives sold, with a 
face value of $43,186.12. 





MRS. J. H, SHOLLENBERGER of Holly 
Hill, Fla., president of the Florida Federa- 
tion of Stamp Clubs, points out some sig- 
nificant facts to Cecil Zinkan, director- 
general manager of the Lightner Museum 
of Hobbies in St. Augustine, relating to the 
Museum’s extensive philatelic exhibit which 
is now in the process of being redesigned 
and arranged by members of her organiza- 
tion. At the state meeting recently con- 
cluded in Sebring, Fla., the Federation of- 
ficially adopted this museum endeavor as 
its project. The work has been in progress 
for several weeks and will require consider- 
able more time before it is completely ac- 
complished, all a volunteer effort by mem- 
bers of the State Federation. 
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The 4- and 8-cent Jose de San 
Martin “Champion of Liberty” stamps 
broke all existing records for this 
series when 910,208 first day covers 
were canceled by the Washington, 
D. C., post office, on February 25, 
1959. 

These stamps also came close to 
attaining the high for actual stamp 
sales on a first day, with 972,619 
of the 4-cent and 827,450 of the 8- 
cent values being sold at Washington, 
for a total face value of $105,100.78. 

Since 1952 the record is held by the 
8-cent Columbia University commem- 
orative. There were 3,638,990 stamps 
sold on January 4, 1954, with a val- 
ue of $109,169.70. Next highest was 
the 3-cent FIPEX commemorative 
stamp of April 28, 1956, with sales 
of 3,416,417 stamps having a value 
of $102,492.51. 

First day cancellations of the 
“Champion of Liberty” stamps have 
been steadily increasing. When the 
first one - an 8-cent Ramon Mag- 
saysay stamp - went on sale August 
31, 1957, there were 334,558 first 
day covers canceled. On July 24, 1958 
the 4- and 8-cent Simon Bolivar 
stamps were released, and 708,777 
first day covers were canceled. Then, 
on September 19, 1958, 4-and 8-cent 
Lajos Kossuth “Champion of Liber- 
ty” stamps were released and 722.- 
188 first day covers were canceled. 


“CARICATURE ENVELOPES OF 
THE CIVIL WAR PERIOD 

Cecil Zinkan, General Manager of 
the Lightner Museum of Hobbies, 
writes as follows: 

“We are in the process of reclas- 
sifying and redesignating our Phila- 
telic exhibit; and such procedure in 
a museum usually “brings to light” 
items of interest that have almost 
been forgotten. And our experience 
has been no exception. 

“We have a collection of mail en- 
velopes of the Civil War era that 
are unusual in both their theme and 
character, 

“In the language of the philatelist 
these envelopes are designated as 
‘caricature envelopes,’ and they were 
used extensively throughout’ the 
Northern states during the Civil War 
period. On their faces there are print- 
ed caricatures and accompanying 
wording to ridicule and degrade the 
Southern leaders and the motives of 
the people of the South, some of 
them bordering on viciousness. Even 
the English character of “John Bull’ 
was included in the mail program. 

“As illustration: there is a cari- 
cature on an envelope showing a bo- 
dy hanging from a cross-arm. On the 
cross-arm is worded ‘Let Me Alone’— 
the body is designated “Jeff Davis” 
and the overall caricature is titled 
“Taken From Life.” 

“Another envelope pictures a rope 
in the shape of a loop and this is 
Jeff Davis’ ‘Neck-tie.’ Still another 
shows ‘John Bull’ standing on two 
galloping horses designated as ‘Union’ 
and ‘Secession’ while balancing a 
bale of cotton on his shoulders; and 
this is titled ‘John Bull in his peri- 
lous feat of Horsemanship.’ Then 
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there is one picturing a donkey mas- 
queraded in lion’s skin, with upraised 
tail on which is tied a flag; and is 
described by this verse .. 
“‘*When Southern fools depute an Ass, 
In lion’s skin, to bray their cause, 
And fancy that the world, en masse, 
Will give the long-earred 

beast applause, 
Why, all must say that such a master 
Will to them prove sad dis-Ass-ter!’ 

“Philatelists who have seen them 
have been most enthusiastic to know 
of the collection and they attach quite 
some significance to it. There are 
some thirty-six envelopes mounted in 
a specially-made display frame. In- 
dications are that they were printed 
by publishers in the Philadelphia and 
New York areas.”

@ The St. Lawrence seaway may seem 
to be some antique picked from the 
pages of forgotten history. But in 
another hundred years it may have 
changed entirely the industrial map 
of North America. Some four hun- 
dred years ago the boats of Cartier, 
and the canoes and dugouts of French 
trappers and traders were stopped by 
the Lachine Rapids. During those four 
centuries there has been a slow, grad- 
ual nibbling away of the obstruc- 
tions of commerce in the great Amer- 
ican inland sea. 

In the past summer of ’59 there 
was a sudden increase in the trickle 
of medium size ocean shipping show- 
ing up with great fanfare at all 
Canadian and U.S.A. lake ports, with 
a queen and a president smiling and 
waving from the decks. Shipping of 
increased size reached all lake ports, 
as far west as Chicago and Duluth. 
The little new locks were open and 
in operation. We describe these giant 
new locks as “little” only to com- 
pare them with the vast rmmprove- 
ments almost sure to be forced by the 
growing commerce of future years. 

We Yankees are likely to overlook 
much of the industrial power in- 
volved in this beginning development. 
We are too inclined to think of the 
Great Lakes as the northern boun- 
dary of everything worthwhile, We 
are inclined to overlook the new in- 
dustrial birth of a new Canada with 
almost endless natural resources and 
power sources ready and waiting 
along the lakes to make its great 
dent in the industrial production of 
the world. 

As a race of landlubbers, that has 
grown up inthe great railroad build- 
ing era in the greatest railroad coun- 
try, we are likely to think of rail- 
roads as the “natural” way to move 
large volumes of freight. The old, old 
world knows better. It knows, through 
centuries of experience, that water 
lays its own level track and provides 
its own lubrication for the wheels of 
commerce. Ask England. Ask China. 
Ask the Mediterranean. 

Industry and commerce most thrive 
where waterways easily bring togeth- 
er raw materials and power and mar- 
kets. Industry is interrelated, with 
the products or by-products of one 
industry absorbed aud used by 
another before wending their way to 


the markets of the world. This re- 
quires a slow adjustment that may 
take years for the Great Lakes re- 
gion. 

We cannot leave this old French 

highway of the lakes, rivers and St. 
Lawrence without casting an eye 
back over those very early Amer- 
ican years. Aside from interest in 
some “Northwest Passage’ England 
was largely content with colonial set- 
tlements along the oceans. It was the 
daring French traders and ‘trappers 
with canoes or dugouts loaded with 
“trade goods,” furs, and missionaries 
that really pushed into the untamed 
wilderness of the early west. The 
English only followed after the trail 
was blazed. In a very real sense it 
was the French who first set the pat- 
tern of western expansion for a new 
great nation to follow. 
e “There is the fresh smell of early 
history in the new Cumberland Gap 
national historical park,” remarked 
one of our historian friends. “The back 
door of old Virginia there opened into 
the great wilderness country between 
English north and Spanish and 
French south.” 

In the old days of Spanish Loui- 
siana, a trickle of daring explorers 
and pioneers gradually filled the wil- 
derness void between the Ohio to the 
north and the rivers that flowed south 
to the Spanish and French Gulf. 
There they met and mingled and 
fought and traded with the rather 
advanced Indian tribes that had 
through centuries become somewhat 
cosmopolitan by moving up and down 
the southern rivers. 

Daniel Boone was not the only one 
to penetrate this country in old Span- 
ish days. A few years later Andrew 
Jackson was not the only one to 
point out that there was a new and 
fiercely independent settlement of 
people in that area that no longer 
accepted the eastern seaboard as the 
real home of the U.S.A. 

A later heavy flow of fiercely in- 
dependent Scotch and Irish pushed 
through this gap and through the 
wilderness to form the backbone of 
early Kentucky, Tennessee, and Mis- 
souri, On west they pushed with their 
long rifles to become the real spear- 
head of far west pioneering. 

Later gain in momentum swept 


commerce and population past and 
around the old Cumberland wilder- 
ness, leaving parts of it an antique 
spot in a growing, surging, modern 
nation, Hard roads gradually pene- 
trated the area and drew many of 
its people to work in centers of in- 
dustry and. commerce. But the rough 
hills and valleys are still there, not 
too much damaged by the debris of 
modern, commerce. In such a _ spot 
there has now been: officially opened 
what may in time come to be known 
as the greatest in historic importance 
to all of our national parks. 


® The law of supply and demand 
seems to hover, far overhead, and 
swoop down from time to time to 
pick off those that no longer seem 
to believe in it. 

The automobile unions and man- 
agement went gaily ahead for some 
years making longer and longer and 
more ornate cars at higher and high- 
er prices per pound. Wages and the 
length of cars both seemed headed 
for infinity. Then the blow fell. Un- 
employment piled up, and factories 
closed or limped along on low vol- 
ume. Wages shot up and up in coal 
mining, but unemployment shot up 
also as other power fuels were sub- 
stituted. 

A new powerful foreign trade is 
developing throughout the world that 
puts more punch in the phrase, “sup- 
ply and demand.” It was small eco- 
nomical foreign cars, produced by 
cheaper labor, that broke the back 
of the auto boom. The same cheaper 
labor, stares our steel industry and 
steel unions squarely in the face. 

No longer can our industry and 
labor run crying to Washington 
every time they want a boost in pay 
or price. Supply and demand is a 
higher power that can veto any ac- 
tion our Congress might take. About 
all that our government can do is 
print more and more money, so peo- 
ple can “say” that things are look- 
ing up. 

And the U.S.A. finds its hands tied 
as never before in regulating the 
“supply” of imports. Since we have 
brazenly extended promises abroad, 
and given our drafted boys as hos- 
tages to those promises, we cannot 
so easily by tariffs reduce the flow of 
cheap labor products from abroad.

RARE 
COINS 
& FAKES 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


Many series of coins remain un- 
appreciated. The Colonial series, those 
issued by our Colonies prior to and 
just after the American Revolution, 
are one of them, Very few were coined 
by today’s standard. 

There are no records to indicate 
just how many there were. We find 
many in inferior condition due to the 
poor manner in which they were 
coined, and the use they received. 
Few if any were put away as we 
put away uncirculated specimens of 
current coinage by the roll today. 
These coins in top condition, extreme- 
ly fine to uncirculated, are therefore 
very hard to find. 

If one were to follow ads, auction 
sale catalogs, and other mediums for 
purchasing coins, one would find very 
few offered. Prices usually run from 
full catalog to a little over. 

The 1911 Denver mint $2.50 gold 
pieces are very rare. Everyone needs 
them. We seldom find them offered. 
Watch the 1911D $5, another short 
and rare issue. This coin should rise 
sharply in the near future. 

Gold dollars, and three-dollar gold 
pieces series have taken a terrific 
rise. One can remember when a 
three-dollar gold piece, in very fine 
condition, could be purchased for 
$7.00. Ten times that amount would 
now be more like what it would cost. 
Gold dollars could be bought for $3.00 
each. Now they’d cost $15 and up. 


These rises could be due to in- 
flation, but I think they represent a 
realization of the rarity of these two 
series, By present day standards, very 
few were coined. The commonest year 
for threes was 1854 when 138,618 
were struck; the rarest 1870, San 
Francisco mint, with only Two coined. 

The largest issue of gold dollars 
was in 1853 when 4,076,051 were 
struck; the smallest 1854, at the 
Charlotte mint, when only four were 
struck. Compare this to the millions 
we make of all denominations today, 
and you can appreciate how scarce 
they are. Compare these figures to 
the 1,247,952 proof sets that were 
issued in 1957. 

Other underrated coins are the 
originals and restrikes of the Con- 
federate cents. The originals, struck 
in copper nickle, of which there were 
only 12 coined, catalog at $250. Re- 
strikes in copper, 55 coined, catalog 
at $150; restrikes in gold, only seven 
coined, $750. Restrikes in silver of 
which there are 12, catalog at $300. 
I would certainly like to find and pur- 
chase these four at those prices. 





Many years ago electrotypes were 
made of all early coins that were 
extremely rare. Electrotypes are lead 
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reproductions cleverly covered with 
copper. They are pretty difficult to 
detect. I have known some that had 
a ring nearly as clear as a genuine 
specimen, 

The one way to tell these, without 
ruining the coin, is to carefully ex- 
amine the edge. There is usually a 
very fine crack discernible where the 
two thin coverings of copper are 
joined. Electrotypes never have edge 
designs, such as milling, etc. 

The government takes the stand 
that electrotypes of coins struck at 
the US mint are counterfeits. This 
applies to the electrotypes of such 
rarities as the 1793, 1796 half cents; 
the 1793, 1799, 1804 large cents, and 
other coins of mint issue. 

There are many electrotypes of Co- 
lonial rarities. As these were not of 
mint issue the government is not in- 
terested in them. The collector can be 
fooled by them, however, and great 
care should be taken when purchas- 
ing rarities of these series. An elec- 
trotype is a space filler and one 
would not want to pay the high price 
of an original for a reproduction. 

Many fakes or altered dates are 
turning up, The rare 1914D cent is 
appearing with a phony letter “D”, 
made either from a 1914P with “D” 
added (D is usually rather crude), 
or from a 1924D (this one would have 
the VDB initials below bust where 
original 14D does not have). Care- 
fully examine your 1909S VDBs also. 
I’ve seen them with “S” added. 

It is easy to take off one leg on a 
1937D nickel to make it a_ three- 
legged one. Watch for this. 

The rare 1894S dime, while you 
won’t see many, must be watched. The 
S is known to have been added to 
the Philadelphia issue, 

I believe there are~more altered- 
date 1913 Liberty Head nickeis than 
originals. They can be detected by 
the fact that fakes are almost al- 
ways worn to some degree. These were 
made by altering the O of a 1903 to 
make it look like a 1918; also by al- 
tering a 12 to a 18. 

The celebrated 1804 dollar,is well 
known for its altered dates and re- 
strikes. 

Pattern four-dollar “Stellas” were 
coined in other metals than gold. Gold 
ones should be carefully examined, for 
some of the others, though rare, have 
been gold plated. 

Mint marks are known to have been 
added to the rare 19090 Half Eagle. 

The Grant with “star” commemora- 
tive half-dollars have Been faked by 
adding a star to the common variety. 
There are two ways of detecting this. 
The star usually leaves a mark on 
the reverse when punched on. 

The other and safer method is by 
carefully examining the field directly 
next to the chin and nose of Grant. 
A slight imperfection was on the field 
there on the original Grant “star.” 
The “star” coins were struck first. 
When the “star” was removed for 
the commoner variety, these two im- 
perfections were removed, hence the 


Grant without star has a perfect field.

A Modest 
Approach 
to Book Collecting 


By FRANK KURT CYLKE 


The usual methods of book collect- 
ing encompass the acquisition of un- 
usual and rare items, The purchase 
of first editions, oddities, or elab- 
orate bindings is, in most cases, be- 
yond the means of the average biblio- 
phile, as well as a most frustrating 
hobby. One can never be sure of ob- 
taining all available or desirable ar- 
ticles. 

The collector with a literary bent 
and limited resources has many ave- 
nues to explore. All will prove as 
fruitful as the previously mentioned 
phases of collecting. With the aid 
of the local public library one might 
pursue any of the following methods 
with the expectation of fulfilling his 
dreams. 

The most reasonable approach 
might well be to commence by select- 
ing an author or subject currently on 
the international scene. Narrow the 
choice of printed material to a goal 
which suits your time and resources. 

For example all periodical articles 
by a given author might be chosen. 
If the writer is living, or only recent- 
ly deceased, the chance of obtaining 
the magazines or newspapers at a 
reasonable cost is good. 

Yet another choice might well be 
a collection of all paper-back books 
by a current artist. Here again the

initial cost will be low but the feel- 
ing of satisfaction and accomplish- 
ment high. 

Perhaps your choice might be an in- 
dividual title, and your objective to 
hold eventually a copy of the volume 
in each of the languages to which it 
has been translated. The Bible could 
be used as an example of this method. 
It has been translated into over 270 
languages, both in print and braille. 

Your local public library can aid 
you in your search, The circulation 
or reference librarian will be happy 
to point up various useful bibliograph- 
ical tools. In searching for periodical 
material there are many common in- 
dexes useful in the identification of 
publishing data. 

A few of thece are: The Readers 
Guide to Periodical Literature, The 
Art Index, The International Index to 
Periodical Literature, and Poole’s In- 
dex to Periodical Literature. Articles 
dating to 1802 may be located in one 
of these volumes. All are readily 
available at any public library. 

When you have identified the name 
of the magazine, and other pertinent 
information, you may check such 
sources as Ulrich’s Periodicals Direc- 
tory for cost. There are also indexes 
for newspaper material, as well as 
lists of dealers who supply out of 
print magazines, and books. 

Many sources will guide you in 
your search for bibliographical ma- 
terial concerning books. There are 
texts ranging from Paperbound Books 
in Print, and The Cumulative Book 
Index, to The Library of Congress 
Author Catalog. 

The volumes named, and others, 
will enable you to identify the chosen 
work, the cost, and other vital infor- 
mation. American Book Prices Cur- 
rent will permit a check on the value 
of unusual items in your collection, 
or under consideration for possible 
purchase. 

The main point to remember, when 
collecting printed material, is that the 
hobby is within the grasp of all, re- 
gardless of finances or literary taste. 
Let your imagination range, ask your 
local librarian for aid, and your hob- 
by will grow, affording you well- 
earned pride and satisfaction.

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NAVY 
CHRONICLE 


Life was hard and living cheap in 
the U.S. Navy before the middle of 
the last century. At least it is thus 
portrayed picturesquely in the jour- 
nals of an observant, nature-loving 
captain’s clerk, which have just been 
published by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. 

These are the daily recordings of 
Daniel Noble Johnson, in later life 
chief clerk on the staff of Gen. U. 
S. Grant during part of the Civil 
War. They were provided to the 
Smithsonian’s Department of Mili- 
tary History by Johnson’s grand- 
children, Irvin and Eunice Hoffman, 
of Washington, D.C., as notable con- 
tributions to the more intimate as- 
pects of naval annals. The journals 
were kept during two Navy voyages 
to “the Brazils’—that is, the At- 
lantic coast of South America be- 
tween 1841 and 1844. 

“It was a period of peace,” says 
Mendel L. Peterson, head curator of 
the Department of Armed Forces 
History, who edited the journals. 
“Thus his journal does not echo the 
roar of guns and the groans of the 
wounded. What it may lack in blood 
and thunder is more than made up 
for in the sensitive picture of life 
aboard ship... .” 

Flogging of seamen, even for reia- 
tively minor offenses, was almost rou- 
tine. Thus, says the journal: “This 
morning all hands were called to wit- 
ness punishment and the following 
named men were brought up to re- 
ceive their allotment of lashes: viz. 
George Bennett 9 lashes for intoxi- 
cation, Owen Dunn, the same number 
for the same offense and Willm. 
Smith, 12 lashes for theft. The lat- 
ter has received severxl dozen with 
the colts (a knotted rope used by 
petty officers to prod slow seamen) 
for his thieving propensities, and this 
day he received a dozen well laid on, 
in hopes of curing him.” 

Again, Johnson recounts, ‘The sen- 
tence of the court was that each of 
the offenders should be punished, with 
one hundred lashes each over the bare 
back. . . . The prisoners were accord- 
ingly brought up, and Leach and 
Faulkner received 75 lashes each, 25 
being remitted and Cafferty received 
50 lashes, 50 being remitted in con- 
sideration of his long confinement, 
and consequent ill health.” 

Each sailor was entitled to half a 
pint of liquor a day, Captains could 
stop the allowance to bad actors, and 
many chose to receive a money allow-

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ance instead. “The allowance of a 
half- -pint, of spirits per day,” says the 
journal, “is the very thing and the 
only thing I am fully persuaded that 
induces the larger proportion of our 
sailors to ship on board a man of 
war, especially since so many of our 
merchants and owners have abolished 
the use of it entirely. ... This day 
the amount of $4,000 was paid to 
those who have had their grog stopped 
during the last three months.” 

In those days Brazil was an em- 
pire, and on January 14, 1842, John- 
son wrote: “We had the honour of 
honours of a visit from his Royal 
Highness Dom Pedro 2d. Emperor of 
Brazil. [He] is a fine, hearty 
looking youth seventeen years of age, 
but so large and stout as to render 
him much older looking, than he real- 
ly is... . He is now deemed of a mar- 
riageable age, and a wife has already 
been selected for him, for this pur- 
pose the Brazilian Frigate was dis- 
patched shortly after our arrival at 
this place, to bring over the betrothed 
of the young Emperor, who is a scion 
of the somewhat numerous royal Ger- 
man family.” 

The U.S.S. Delaware continued 
down the coast and entered the mouth 
of the La Plata, where “the cities 
of Montevideo and Buenos Aires, are 
now, and have been for some consid- 
erable time, engaged in a sort of civil 
warfare. . .” 

“The Montevidean fleet consisting 
of one Barque carrying eighteen

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medium 32’s, one Brig mounting 8 
guns, and two small schooners, all 
under the command of Admiral Cole, 
are now at anchor in the upper har- 
bour, but their unwarlike appearance, 
would lead one to suppose they were 
so many merchant vessels trading 
in the port. 

“IT would venture to say that one 
of our 2d class sloops of war would 
be able to compete with the whole of 
this very formidable fleet. 

“These hostile fleets have met 
more than once, and after a _ short 
and generally inoffensive exchange 
of shots, draw off and retire to their 
respective stations ... it is said that 
Admiral Brown, commanding the 
Buenos Ayrian Squadron will run his 
vessels into the inner harbour, send 
in a flag of truce to the Authorities 
and salute the town with the Mont- 
evidian Ensign at the fore of his flag 
ship, which salute is returned by the 
forts in the harbour in the same 
manner as they would salute the ves- 
sel of a friendly power, at the same 
time these hostile commanders will 
visit and salute each other after the 
fashion of old and intimate friends.” 

At Buenos Aires “beef was sup- 
plied for the ship’s company at the 
rate of one cent per pound and for 
those (who) were more fastidious in 
their eating, the choice parts of the 
Peeve was selected for the consid- 
eration of two cents per pound. The 
Beef at this place is very fine... . 
At Norfolk we were supplied with 
beef killed the day previous at Balti- 
more, which when we received it, was 

.. in a state bordering on decompo- 
sition . . . that supplied us at Rio 
was the most miserable apology for 
Beef I ever beheld, being but little 
better than so much raw hide.” 

The Navy was a rough life in those 
days. Still, despite complaints against 
the tyranny of the purser, his boss, 
he enjoyed it. “Where,” he asks, “can 
such an incomparable view of the 
wonders of God be met with but at 
sea? Blessed are those that go down 
to the sea in shjps, for they see the 
wonders of the Lord.”

As man advanced gradually in 
intellectual power, and was en- 
abled to trace the more remote 
consequences of his actions; as 
he acquired sufficient knowledge

THE CIRCUS WORLD MUSEUM OPENS 





It was never “just a circus” coming to town. A world of wonder, ex- 
citement, and gaiety came with it, and stirred the hearts of young and 
old. Made for Barnum & London Circus in 1882, this Mother Goose float 
made many a youngster’s heart beat faster. It has been completely re- 
stored and will be on display this season at the Circus World Museum, 


Baraboo, Wis. 





On July 1 of this year an event 
occurred which will be of importance 
to the world of Circusiana. The Cir- 
cus World Museum opened that day 
in Baraboo, Wis., a state which has 
been fittingly called the “Mother of 
Circuses” because of the more than 
70 circuses which started there. The 
Ringling Brothers Circus, today the 
largest of them all, began at Baraboo 
in 1884. The first circus to come to 
Wisconsin was Mabie Brothers im 
1847 who moved their circus from 
New York to Delavan, Wis. 


Purpose of the museum is to pre- 
serve the history of the circus through 
exhibits, a library, circus music, pho- 
tographs, posters and special exhibits. 
It will portray not only the Amer- 
ican circus but those of other coun- 
tries as well and material has been 
received from Europe as well as from 
all over the United States. The cir- 
cus museum is located at the old 
winter quarters of the Ringling Cir- 
cus on Water Street in Baraboo. The 
museum is operated by The State His- 
torical Society of Wisconsin. 


It was in 1884 that the now world 
famous Ringling Brothers Circus gave 
its first performance in the jailyard 
at Baraboo, Wis. Many years later a 
10-acre lot was required for a circus 
production. “Yankee Robinson and 
Ringling Brothers great Double 
Shows, Circus and Caravan” was the 
name under which the circus first 
opened. Five Ringling brothers oper- 
ated the circus, Their sister Ida mar- 
ried Henry North, a railroad engi- 
neer and their son, John Ringling 
North now heads America’s largest 
circus. This first show had nine wag- 
ons and presented their parade on 
foot. It had a “Big Top” and a side 
show tent and admission was one 
quarter. They covered 104 towns in 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa and Minne- 
sota in their first season on the road. 
After being rivals for years with the 
Barnum and Bailey circus, the Ring- 
lings purchased it in 1907. By 1929 
Ringlings had purchased all other 
major circuses thereby giving them 
the most noted circus in America. 
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Among the exhibits is the nursery 
rhyme wagon floats. These floats were 
made for the Barnum and London 
Circus, forerunner of Barnum and 
Bailey, in 1882. “The Old Woman in 
the Shoe,” and the “Mother Goose” 
float may be seen. These floats were 
used in circus parades and the “spec- 
tacle” preceding the circus perform- 
ance. An old steam calliope the ““Amer- 
ica” is another feature of the ex- 
hibit. It is 55 years old. Two old 
bandwagons, the “Mirror” and “ Co- 
lumbia” are to be seen. The “Mirror” 
was made in 1905 for the Gollmar 
Brothers Circus and has four large 
mirrors on each side with decorative 
wood carvings, 


Outstanding examples of the best 
in circus posters are also shown. Cir- 
cus posters in color first made their 
appearance in the 1840’s, From 1880- 
1910 the circus poster had reached 
its greatest perfection. 


Various large collections of individ- 
uals may be viewed at the museum: 
The Parson Collection of Circus Ma- 
terials; the Henry Atwell Collection 
of Circus Photos (5000 negatives) 
taken by the official photographer for 
the Ringlings for forty years; the 
Henry Moeller Collection of wagon 
makers’ tools, route books, programs, 
photos; The John M. Kelley Collec- 
tion of Circus Memorabilia, including 
the unique files of this noted circus 
lawyer; the Gollmar and Don S. 
Howland Collections of Circus memo-

THE MONITOR & THE MERRIMAC AT HAMPTON ROADS 
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Corporal Ranson witnesses the battle between the Monitor and the Merrimac. The or- 
iginal letter measures 742”x1234”.

From the safe boredom of fight- 
ing the war in a rain-soaked tent 
to the dangerous excitement of being 
shelled by an iron-clad vessel—this 
is the range of two letters of Cor- 
poral Thomas Ranson of the 1st Bat- 
talion, New York Mounted Rifles. 
He was stationed at Camp Hamil- 
ton, Fortress Monroe, at the entrance 
to the channel of Hampton Roads 
from Chesapeake Bay. 

On January 24, 1862, Ranson wrote 
to “Friend John,” or John J. Laugh- 
ton, at Somerville, New Jersey. He 
complained that the “.. . weather here 
for the past two weeks has been 
considerable stormy and wet. So 
much so that the mud is almost knee 
deep and the water in the Horses 
Stable is up to their knees. ... We 
have not drilled for 10 days on ac- 
count of rain and mud. I am getting 
tired of this kind of soldiering and 
wish they would let us fight or send 
us home. . . For my part I came 
here to fight and not to lay idle here 
in my tent... . ° 

He wrote in another vein in a let- 
ter dated March, 1862, from Head- 
quarters Fortress Monroe. He knew 
he had seen something important, and 
to tell of it he used lined folio sheets 
and numbered the pages, although 
he did not bother to mention the day 
in March when he wrote the letter. 
The accompanying cover is stamped 
“Old Point Comfort, Va., Mar. 14.” 

From comments in the letter it- 
self it seems to have been written 
about five days after the first day 
of battle. He mentions being “ 
up four nights and days without 
sleep or rest of any kind” but that 
“we have all had one good night’s 
rest and feel much better. .. ” Since 
the Merrimac began her devastating 
work on Saturday, March 8th, Ran- 
son must have written the letter on 
March 12th at the earliest. It was 
postmarked two days later. 

He starts his letter: “I suppose 
you have already heard all about 
our great naval Fight at this point. 

. ” Blessings on him, he does not 
then comment on trivialities but set- 
tles down to give an account of the 
battle as he saw it. He states on 
page four of his six-page account, 

. we had a _ most beautiful 
view of the whole thing from our 
Camp: 4...” 

What ‘did Corporal Ranson see? 
The havoc wrought by the Merrimac 
is described: 

“... The Mermick came out from 
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Sewels Point followed by the James- 
town and Yorktown. Imediately upon 
there appearance out Genrl Wool Sent 
the Cumberland Congress and Mine- 
sota to Contend against them. The 
Mermick Opened fire upon Our Boats 
imedeatly. Our Boats fought Brave- 
ly But theer Shott and Shell had no 
efect upon the Rebel Mermick who 
finaly ran right into the Cumberland 
and drive a hole into her from which 
Shee comenced to fill with water and 
it was Soon discovered that Shee was 
Sinking. Her deck was literly coverd 
with dead and wounded when Shee 
sunk and wee were not able to rescue 
them from a watery grave. After the 
Mermick had destroyed the Cumber- 
land Shee then Comenced her firing 
upon the Congress which unfortunat- 
ly had got aground at newportnews 
and was not long dispatching her. 
Shee then comenced Shelling the New- 
portnews Camp. In the mean time 
while all this was going on wee had 
orders to Report to Genrl Mansfield 
at Newportnews, as it was Supposed 
the Rebels were coming By land at 
the Same time to attack newportnews. 
It is needles to Say that our men were 
not long in getting into the Saddle 
and on the road to Newportnews at 
full Gallop.” 

Corporal Ranson then describes the 
panic of civilians trying to get away 
from the shelling. Upon arrival in 
the camp the troops were drawn up, 
with shells bursting all around. 

“It was indeed a trying time. There 
wee all stood Expecting every mo- 
ment to be our last and not being 
able to fight against the Infernal Ma- 
chine that the Rebels had to work 
against us... . One Shell went 
through Genrl Mansfields office But, 
thank God, the Brave old Genrl was 
not in it at the time. The Brave old 
Genrl who is loved and regpected By 
all his soldiers said not a man should 
leave the place and he was willing 
and would die with his men before 
he would surender to the d---d Rebels 
. .. About 50 Men all sharpshooters 
went down on the Bank of the river 
and when ever a man came up on top 
of the Mermick wee shott at him all 
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together wee nocked one overboard 
and they did not come up so often 
after that time for they were shure 
to get a Ball into them some place 
when they did come. Wee staid at the 
Camp all night and then returned 
in the Morning. The Mermick did not 
Stop Shelling the Camp until dark 
and then Shee went Back But only 
to get ready to give us fits the next 
morning By land and water... .” 

The alarm and confusion which the 
Merrimac created at Hampton Roads 
was reported to Washington and a 
cabinet meeting was held on Sunday 
morning, March 9, An account of the 
meeting is given in Gideon’s Welles’ 
Diary. The enmity between the Sec- 
retary of Navy and the Secretary of 
War stands out without any reading 
between the lines: 

“But the most frightened man on 
that gloomy day, the most so I think 
of any during the Rebellion, was 
the Secretary of War. ... The Mer- 
rimac, he said, would destroy every 
vessel in the service, could lay every 
city on the coast under contribution, 
could take Fortress Monroe; McClel- 
lan’s mistaken purpose to advance by 
the Peninsula must be abandoned, and 
Burnside would inevitably be cap- 
tured. Likely the first movement of 
the Merrimac would be to come up the 
Potomac and disperse Congress, de- 
stroy the Capitol and public build- 
ings; or she might go to New York 
and Boston and destroy those cities, 
or levy from them contributions suf- 
ficient to carry on the War.” 

Welles’ reply to Stanton’s fears 
was: “. . . that the Monitor was in 
Hampton Roads and [ have confi- 
dence in her power to resist, and I 
hoped to overcome, the Merrimac.... 
My composure and the suggestions 
and views I presented were evidently 
a relief to him (the President), but 
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Stanton’s wailings and woeful pre- 
dictions disturbed him, Both he and 
Stanton went repeatedly to the win- 
dow and looked down the Potomac— 
the view being uninterrupted for 
miles—to see if the Merrimac was 
not coming to Washington. I was 
asked what we could do if she were 
in sight. I told the President she 
could not, if in the river, With her 
heavy armor, cross the Kettle Bottom 
Shoals. This was a relief.” 

The Monitor was indeed at Hamp- 
ton Roads. After a hazardous trip in 
stormy seas she arrived leaking, her 
ventilating system out of order, and 
her crew sick. 

To continue with Corporal Ran- 
son’s account at Camp Hamilton: 
“. .. Saturday night Ericsson’s Bat- 
tery Monitor arrived here and Genrl 
Wool sent it right away to Newport- 
news to await the coming of the Mer- 
mick on Sunday. Sunday morning 
about 8 o’clock the Mermick was dis- 
covered to be coming out also the 
Yorktown and Jamestown and put- 
ting for Newportnews to finish the 
Minesota which lay aground there and 
then to Shell Newportnews And land 
troops at that place. They came in 
all confidence that the day was theirs 
- . . On steamed the Mermick in all 
confidence in her Self and Bang went 
a gun from her at the helples Mine- 
sota aground, But what was her sur- 
prise you can better imagine than I 
can describe when Shee seen the lit- 
tle Ericsson which looked like a Black 
Ball on top of the water. She stopped 
imediately as if thunderstruck and 
then then let Bang at her. The Eric- 
sson Returned the Shott letting the 
Mermick have one and the James- 
town another at the same time. Both 
struck and the Shott went through 
the Jamestown which made her Beat 
a hasty Retreat and likewise the 
Yorktown which well knew that wood 
was no account there. The Mermick 
and Ericsson Battery then fought like 
tigers for four hours untill the Eric- 
sson comenced firing Steel wedges

Reflections on Collecting 


By CHARLES MILES 


What does your collection mean to 

you? 
It is the tendency of most of us 
to assume that while there are sev- 
eral ways to go at a thing, and sev- 
eral points of view, only one is real- 
ly the right one. So, in collecting, 
each collector sometimes wonders if 
he’s really being sensible and really 
conducting himself properly. Mean- 
while a segment of the professional 
anthropologists is “down” on him 
and considers his activities either in- 
excusably childish or even mischiev- 
ously wrong. 

But why must there be a one right, 
and all the rest various shades of 
wrong? Unless a viewpoint toward 
collecting leads directly to harm, such 
as the viewpoint of a thief, or a 
method leads to the same end, as the 
method of the vandal, it is just anoth- 
er point of view or human activity. 

Perhaps the simplest meaning of 
a collection is pleasure. One person 
is fascinated and pleased by the var- 
ieties, oddities, and beauties of 
stamps. So he collects them. Another 
is attracted by Japanese prints; 
another by various geological speci- 
mens; another by newspaper blun- 
ders; so they collect them. 

The results give pleasure. Some- 
times it is a deep, individual pleas- 
ure that the owner of the collec- 
tion enjoys in solitude. Sometimes it 
is a pleasure he shares with others 
who have the same fancies as _ he. 
Sometimes it is the showman’s pleas- 
ure in display to‘the “uninitiated.” 

All this meaning is innocent and 
worthy in itself. A wealthy Andrew 
Mellon who collects paintings in 
terms of thousands of dollars a unit 
is no better man than a farm hired 
man who gathers mementos from a 
field as he plows. 

It is a scale of values other than 
collecting that exalts the Mellons and 
belittles the hired man, a scale not 
too free of the dollar mark and false 
pride, a scale that it is a joy to 
be free of. How often has one re- 
joiced in the brotherhood of associa- 
tion with another collector in which 
there is no thought at all of how 
much money he’s got, or whether he 
is a Catholic or Jew; only pleasure 
that he admires one’s best pieces, and 
the thrill of seeing the trophies he’s 
picked up! 

This phase of the collecting of In- 
dian artifacts is being emphasized, 
because it is the phase that includes 
most collectors. All persons interest- 
ed in Indian material know what we 
mean when we say “a cigar box coi- 
lection.” No matter what their pro- 


fessional attitude may be toward, col- 
lectors, even the full time archaeol- 
ogists know and use the term. Prob- 
ably each of them has a hidden re- 
collection of his own first cigar box 
and a surreptitious tingling of pleas- 
ure at its recollection. 

Don’t believe it. A good man 
meaning morally good, who has had 
the luck to assemble an imposing ar- 
ray of artifacts, will always sit 
down on even terms with the cigar 
box proprietor for a “bull’’ session 
over the contents of the box. To para- 
phrase Kipling, they are “brothers 
under the skin.” The cigar box own- 
er, on the other hand, while he may 
be stricken with awe at visiting the 
other’s imposing array, will quickly 
thaw out and soon be sharing owner- 
ship of the pleasure in what’s to be 
seen. 

Unfortunate is the collector 
loses his cigar box brotherhood! 

Now let’s move a step in the direc- 
tion of complication. We all know 
what that step will be, often to 
“frames,” and sometimes to “cases.” 

How familiar is the photo of a 
collection mounted inside a picture 
frame, with the proud owner stand- 
ing by it? All right, it’s corny. So 
are the tin-types of stiffly posed 
grandpa and grandma. But what as- 
sociations there are that radiate from 
those tin-types and from the picture 
of the framed collection and its hap- 
py owner! What collector is too self- 
conscious to be photographed with 
his frame. It’s just like the picture 
of the big one that didn’t get away, 
as good with a small boy and his 
five-inch perch as with a zillionaire 
and his hundred-dollar marlin. 

The first thing to do with a frame 
should be to be photographed with 
it. (Applause?) 

Collectors love to “arrange” frames; 
circles, stars, snowflakes, spirals, 
Minnehahas, tipis and buffalos. Sci- 
entifically such activities rate the 
absolute zero. But there are lots of 
worthwhile activities that aren’t sci- 
ence—holding a grandchild on a knee 
and admiring him, for example, or 
composing a poem about a mouse. 
So let’s let the high-hat disapprove, 
and let’s enjoy organizing the arrow- 
heads from Uncle John’s south for- 
ty in concentric circles. 

But if’ one develops a notion to- 
ward logic he might try seeing if 
there is a “family likeness” in those 
points from that south forty. Is 
there some material, perhaps a clou- 
dy tan flint; some recurrence of shape, 
perhaps a flare-based stem? 

Maybe the “Mr. Average” can be 


who 
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put in the middle, and the varia- 
tions shaded off from him? And prob- 
ably there are some mavericks to 
put in the corner; perhaps a stranger 
or two, a red flint triangle, for ex- 
ample, such as those found two hun- 
dred miles away on Ed’s farm. How 
did it get over here? Or maybe when 
the roots of the old oak were dug 
out, a point from way down has a 
flute on each side—a Folsom?! 

When the collector starts leaving 
his aesthetic pleasures to essay the 
uses of logic he is on the path to 
science. If he kept the data on his 
Folsom-like point—the location, depth, 
possible change of soil, etc., he may 
be enabled to add a link to the 
chain of evidence leading to a more 
complete story of the makers of Fol- 
soms and their wanderings. 

His establishment of a local type 
may lead to clues about the wander- 
ings of a people in the past. A trail 
of flare-based points, changing ma- 
terial from region to region, may 
lead from Ohio to Minnesota, and 
indicate a migration like that of the 
Sioux people, but away back, centu- 
ries ago. 

The difficulty of a frame in this re- 
spect is that it is static. If the con- 
tents are fastened in they are stuck, 
like the paint on a painting. All 
they can do is retain a picture; a 
circle, a star, a snowflake, etc. The 
collector probably hasn’t quit collect- 
ing, so he has additions. If he’s 
switched to a method with logical 
meaning he can easily be faced with 
wrecking his frame design. 

In this case he’ll have to make up 
his mind. Shall he stay with frames, 
or will he switch to shallow, tray- 
style drawers. Remember those old 
hardwood cases of spool tray draw- 
ers? J. and P. case; wasn’t that 
the company? Perhaps grand-uncle 
Jim was a dentist and his old dental 
case is out in the storeroom? And if 
one is able-bodied and not all thumbs, 
it isn’t too difficult to make drawers. 


But, you say, what about some 
of the bigger things? There’s that 
stone bowl, and half a dozen pots? 


Well, about this time you’d better 
see the little woman before she sees 
a divorce lawyer. (Of course, you 
may be the little woman yourself). 
Because you’re into the department of 
shelves and where’ll they go? You’ve 
just walked through a museum door! 

After a collection gets past the 
modest piece-of-furniture stage, or 
the point. where it can be slid under 
the bed in the spare room, or too 
good to set up and gather dust with 
the harness in the barn, it’s a mu- 
seum collection. It may be it’s just 
on “that part of that wall” or maybe 
it’s in a concrete-block, fireproof spe- 
cial “structure.” 

And perhaps that stage had bet- 
ter be left for another session of re- 
flections. No matter how egotistical 
we relic collectors like to become at 
times, the truth must be faced. The 
cigar box and frame division is in 
actuality the bulk of the Indian col- 
lection population. “Bless ’em all!” 
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ANTHROPOLOGY ... 


The important role of Washington, 
D. C., in the development of the 
science of anthropology over the past 
150 years was shown in an _ exhi- 
bition held recently at the Smith- 
sonian. 

A highlight of the exhibition was a 
provocative display forecasting what 
anthropology may be like in the year 
2887, a thousand years after the 
founding date of the Anthropological 
Society of Washington. 

The exhibition traced early local 
interest in the anthropological 
sciences from the personal studies of 
such government officials as Presi- 
dent Thomas Jefferson to the early 
scientific missions of the Army and 
Navy in the exploration of the West, 
South America, and the Pacific is- 
lands. A series of exhibits told of 
the founding of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution and its significant role in 
encouraging anthropological research 
and scientific publication at a time 
when there were very few organiza-

WHERE DO YOU BUY 
YOUR POST CARDS? 


By MAVIS M. ALLISON 


Being rather new at post card col- 
lecting, I don’t feel that I can speak 
with authority on any facet of it. 
I just collect cards and love them 
all. However there is something 
about which I feel very strongly and 
here goes my views on the subject! 
I have heard some from discouraged 
novices attempting to buy from an- 
tique dealers. True, I have met a 
few dealers who ask 10c for any kind 
of a card probably because they 
bought high themselves through in- 
experience’ There are thousands of 
shops that are happy to make a 
small profit on their cards, and one 
can really do well in them—in fact, 
he might just hit the jackpot! 


To illustrate: last fall I bought a 
huge carton for the munificent sum 
of $5. Besides lacy Valentines, satin 
pincushion, and fringed “oldies,” 
there were many advertising cards 
about which I know nothing and 
which I have put aside to look over 
when I have more time. 


Then there were literally thous- 
ands of old post cards, including 35 
unused “Hold to the Lights,” many 
bejeweled and beribboned ones; ex- 
positions; foreign; a whole series of 
unused Tuck Washington’s Birth- 
day, and Memorial Day souvenirs, 
and many, many more. The only sad 
thing about that purchase was the 
fact that the dealer told me he had 
burned many cartons of cards and 
papers found in the attic these had 
come from because he had no room 
to bring them to his shop. One 
wonders what went up in smoke! 

Recently another antique dealer 


sold me an album containing 275 
cards. Not only was the album in 
good condition but reposing therein 
were eight unused Boston and Har- 
vard views (see Pioneer Post Cards 
Nos. 18VI through 18V12), an old 
Canadian card (P.P.C. No. 510V5), 
three very low numbered Detroits all 
small sized Private Mailing Cards, 
and a Pan-American Exposition card 
with special stamp and cancellation. 


Also there were two of the very 
early Johnston tartans; several 
Royalties, including a Tuck, com- 
memorating the Coronation of Ed- 
ward VII in 1902; a number of 
“Gruss Aus” cards postmarked from 
1894 to 1899; some gorgeous early 
Chicago views by Tuck; some Avils; 
Stengels, etc., to mention just a few. 
Now wasn’t that album worth $2.00? 


My latest acquisition is an album 
of 1000 cards. There are eight Christ- 
mas HTLs, and many greeting cards 
. . . Easter, Valentines, etc., of the 
gelatin variety. Included also are 
over 80 sets of “couples” or “lovers”, 
each set containing six cards, all un- 
used. These are not exactly my spe- 
cialty but are interesting to say the 
least. 

Now that Daylight Saving Time is 
with us I intend to spend whatever 
time I can salvage, from a_ busy 
schedule of business and housework, 
touring the highways in search of 
little antique shops and other finds 
like those above. Many trips will 
prove fruitless, but the searching is 
fun, and who knows what the end re- 
sult might be! 


POST CARD EXHIBIT AT THE 
OLD SLATER MILL MUSEUM, 
PAWTUCKET, R. I.

In connection with an exhibit of 
the Blackstone Valley Historical So- 
ciety in observance of Heritage 
Week, May 2nd to 10th, a showing 
of post cards of the horse and 
buggy days was displayed in the 


Old Slater Mill Museum, Pawtucket. 
The Blackstone Valley Historical So- 
ciety is a new group which origina- 
ted at about the same time as the 
Rhode Island Post Card Club, and is 


doing much to create interest in the 
early history of the northern stretch- 
es of Rhode Island. 

Although hundreds and hundreds 
of cards were published in the early 
years of the 20th century showing 
views of this area of our state, lack 
of space restricted the display to only 
a few. These were carefully chosen 
from my collection to include inter- 
esting pictures of all sections of the 


Blackstone Valley. Much attention 
was given them by the nearly 1400 
persons who visited the Museum dur- 
ing the week-long exhibition. 


Of particular interest was one of 
the Lindsey Tavern, long a familiar 
landmark on Smithfield Avenue, and 
the first stop from Providence to 
Boston in the stage-coach days. This 
Tavern was completely destroyed by 
fire some years ago. Shown also 
were three houses on Great Road, 
Lincoln, the Eleazar Arnold or Gar- 
rison House now a historic shrine, 
the magnificent Stephen Smith man- 
sion, and the Butterfly Farm now 
only a memory except for the butter- 
fly on the chimney of a dwelling. 
The Elder Ballou Meeting House in 
Woonsocket, the history of which 
would fill a book, was pictured. So 
were the Cistercian Monastery in 
Cumberland, which was almost com- 
pletely destroyed by fire, and that 
once towering sentinel the “Catho- 
lic Oak” on Broad street in Cumber- 
land, as well as some of the old 
mill buildings no longer in existence. 
Old street scenes, churches, and pub- 
lic buildings made up the balance 
of the exhibit. 


The Blackstone River takes its 
name from William Blackstone who 
was actually the first white settler 
of Rhode Island. This river winds 
its way through the northern part of 
the State and is responsible because 
of its water power for the cities of 
Woonsocket, Pawtucket, and Central 
Falls, also for the many villages of 
the towns of Lincoln, Cumberland, 
and North Smithfield. 


This area is replete with Colonial 
history and Indian lore. It is also 
famous for the beginning of the cot- 
ton and woolen textile industry in 
the United States. At least one of 
our Club members is confining her 
collecting to old cards of these lo- 
calities. It is hoped that a more 
auspicious display and detailing of 
these cards may be made at some 
future date.

Gloucester, Mass., is a city famous, 
historical, and collectible on post card 
views. Quite a good card is the 
Fisherman’s Memorial, in honor of 
300 years of Gloucester fishing. This 
is a close-up in black and white by 
the American Art P. C. Company. 

There are Rotographs of the Fish- 
ing Vessels in the Harbor, and un- 
usual cards of the harbor and of 
the Storm Maiden made in Boston 
from J. H. Perry’s own photographs. 
A brown card showing Colonial Arms 
from a pen sketch is signed by 
Jessie Barrows Jones, 

The Metropolitan News Co. pro- 
duced our black and white view of 
Raefes Chasm, a blue and white 
view of thc Wharf and Harbor by 
Moonlight, and a colored view of 
Main Street. Tucks produced a 
scene of Mother Ann, and a View of 
the Harbor from across the then 
new Y.M.C.A. All the above cards 
are pre-1907. 

More modern cards from Glouces- 
ter show the Hawthorn Inn, a rear 
view of the Fisherman’s Memorial 
with the surf pounding the sea wall, 
and some dock scenes. Cards also 
show the Murray Gilman House, the 
Tavern, Splitting fresh fish at the 
Port, Rockaway Hotel, Waterfront, 
a Schooner off for The Banks, and 
Stage Fort Park. 

From across the State we have 
views of the Berkshires and Great 
Barrington. There are the G Bar S 
Ranch, the old Man of Monument 
Mountain; the Mason Library and 
Alaska Totem Pole on the Library 
Grounds; Sports Center with a rodeo 
in progress; the Berkshire Inn, in- 
terior and exterior views; and the 
Ice-surrounded Brook at Gould Farm. 

Many very old cards come from 
Holyoke and Mt, Tom. There are 
views of the Trolley Station at 
Mountain Park, the Connecticut Ri- 
ver from Mt. Tom, and the summit 
of Mt. Tom showing the Upper {sta- 
tion. Some of these cards are Leigh- 
tons, and some are marked Mt. Tom 
Souvenir Post Card.

is on a card marked Views along the 
Boston and Maine R.R. Other old 
views include the Railroad up Mt. 
Tom, Mt. Tom from Mountain Park, 
Oxbow in the Connecticut River from 
Mt. Holyoke, Deer in the Park, the 
Northeast side of Mt. Tom, and Sum- 
mit House on Mt. Tom. There are 
a number of new views of Yankee 
Pedlar Inn, 

Marblehead cards are much like 
the Gloucester cards. There are 
Yacht Races in the Harbor; Heavy 
Surf on the Rocky Coast; Fort Sew- 
all; the Fort Beach; and Lobster- 
man’s Shanties — some in photo, 
some by artists. Cards also show 
New Fountain Inn, Corinthian Yacht 
Club, Neck Rock, Tinkers Island, the 
Harbor, Lee Mansion (C.B. Webster 
Card), Castle Rock (Richard M. 
Cook), Marblehead Neck, and the 
Rockmere (Tuck), etc. 

Cards of Nantucket Island are 
much like the Cape Cod cards. There 
are band-box houses covered with 
climbing roses; a lane in old Nan- 
tucket; and old mill views. Some 
of these old mills were built in 
1746 from timbers of wrecked ves- 
sels. There is a view of the old 
Sconset Pump. 

Detroit cards show Nantucket La- 
dies in olden costumes and poke- 
bonnet hats, and the Town Crier 
with his buckled shoes and cornered 
hat; the Captain’s room and old Cus- 
tom House; Sand Dunes on the North 
Shore; and the Coffin House — old- 
est on the Island.

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of the Skipper, the Steamboat wharf, 
is copyrighted by Underwood and 
Underwood; and a sketch of the Skip- 
per is signed by Ruth Haviland Sut- 
ton. 

Naturally there are many views, 
old and new, of Plymouth. Our 
Rotographs include Burial Hill, the 
Plymouth Rock, and Cole’s Hill. 
Leightons before 1907 show Ply- 
mouth Rock and Bridge over Town 
Brook at Morton Park. 

More recent cards show a new 
Portico over Plymouth Rock; and 
Clark’s Island where the Pilgrims 
passed their first Sabbath, 1620, at 
Plymouth. There are a number of 
views each of Burial Hill with steps 
for the convenience of sight-seers, 
the site of Old Fort on Burial Hill, 
Governor Bradford Monument, Site 
of the old Watch House, and Me- 
morial to the Pilgrim Mothers over- 
looking the Portico of Plymouth 
Rock. 

Pilgrim Hall has a number of 
ecards: exteriors showing six columns 
across the front of a beautiful ivy- 
covered building, and interiors show- 
ing exhibits and large paintings. 
There are also cards showing close- 
ups of the various paintings. 

View of Cole’s Hill show the Sar- 
cophagus. This monument marks 
the first burying ground of the pass- 
engers of the Mayflower. The Eng- 
lish Linden trees are _ beautiful. 
There is a view of Chief Massasoit, 
friend of the Pilgrims; and other 
monuments which include National 
Monument to the Forefathers, and 
the Pilgrim Maiden. 

Views of fine old hotels and inns 
include the Samoset, Hotel Pilgrim, 
and the Hobshole House (new chrome 
ecard). There are views of Main 
Street; Leyden Street, the first street 
in New England; and the site of 
the first or “Common” ~-House. 

The Pilgrim Antiquarian Society 
is pictured on a beautiful Phostint 
card. There are many views by good 
and well known card _ producers. 
Some are: Howland House, built in 
1667; the graves of John Howland, 
1672, and Thomas Clark, 1697; the 
old Harlow House, 1677; the well and 
sweep on the grounds of the Harlow 
House; and the Elder Brewster 
Spring, where the Pilgrims drank 
first. 

Views of North Street show the 
boat wharf, and there are views of 
boats landing. Park Avenue and the 
Railway Station, Plymouth Memor- 
ial Building, Deep Water Bridge, 
Old Curiosity Shop, the Old Mill on 
Mill Road, the Armory, Registry of 
Deeds, Yankee Traveler Court, and 
an artist’s drawing of the old Fort 
and Meeting House of 1621 complete 
our Plymouth ecards. 

Cards from Salem are wonderful. 
There is a pioneer village in Forest 
River Park with dwellings of the 
settlers of 1630. Among these views 
are those of old style English 
thatched cottages, interiors of the 
governor’s house, and an English 
wigwam—thatched all over, with a 
Quonset hut shape. One clever card 
shows the well-known Salem Witch 
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riding above Salem Town in the 
moonlight. 

Old and new cards show the Witch 
House at Salem—the old George 
Jacobs House, the occupant of which 
was executed as a witch in 1692; 
the Derby House—home of Elias 
Derby, Salem merchant and_ ship 
owner. Also shown are Salem Wil- 
lows, the Assembly House, the Grim- 
shawe House, old Bakery, Custom 
House, Whales Gulch, the Derby 
Wharf, and the old Beverly Bridge. 

Several of these views are on 
Phostint cards. Two interesting old 
interior views show the old Kitchen, 
and the Dining-room Fireplace at 
the Stephen Daniel House. 

In addition to all these wonder- 
ful old historic towns and _land- 
marks, there are cards of the rivers 
and industrial cities along the rivers, 
of many small towns and resorts, 
and of natural scenery. Massachu- 
setts rates high when one is seeking 
old cards or old historic sites on 
ecards. Much as we love our Massa- 
chusetts cards, we must drag our 
reluctant selves away from them, as 
we have other worthwhile states 
to visit.

There was a state- 
hood display of cards all spring at 
the public library. 


4. The Wolverine Post Card Club 
News has been carrying an _ inter- 
esting series of reprints of post 
card articles that appeared in the 
magazines and newspapers of the 
first decade of this century. Gilbery 
Wilson Jr. is the tireless researcher 
who is responsible for finding these 
interesting articles.

into her which Began to have some 
effect in putting holes into her and 
it was soon discovered that the Mer- 
mick was in a crippled condition and 
retreated as fast as Shee could. Then 
the anxious Shout of joy rang through 
Camp Hamilton and Fort Monroe. The 
Sound almost made the old fort Shake. 
Shee soon fired her signal gun of dis- 
tress and there were seenthe James- 
town andYorktown bearing out to her 
assistance and taking her in tow. This 
ended one of the greatest Naval En- 
gagements that has ever ocured since 
the Beginning of the world — two 
Boats fighting four hours without 
stoping and no lives lost on our Side 
and But 2 or 3 on the Rebels side.” 


In concluding his account, Corporal 
Ranson mentions that General Mans- 
field ordered the burning of the Con- 
gress, “, . . rather than the rebels 
should have one plank of her... .” 
Ranson’s final comment is: ‘Troops 
are pouring in here very fast.” 


It is interesting to note that Ran- 
son did not mention Commodore 
Franklin Buchanan and Lieutenant 
Catesby or Roger Jones of the Mer- 
rimac, nor Lieutenant John Lorimer 
Worden and Lieutenant Samuel Dana 
Greene of the Monitor, but he did 
know that Ericsson had designed the 
Monitor, Incidentally there is an ex- 
cellent description of both vessels in 
Mitchell Wilson’s American Science 
and Invention (Simon and Schuster, 
New York, 1954). 


Ranson knew he had witnessed an 
important battle and he has given us 
an important and exciting descrip- 
tion of it.

HAUSANA 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


Pronounced; wasna, this area is 
south of San Luis Obispo about 15 
miles, and lies inland from the ocean 
an equal distance. The lower Hua- 
sana is occupied by truck farms in 
most part, with everything growing 
wonderfully, from peppers to arti- 
chokes, Walnut trees shade the roads, 
and almonds grow. 

The hills near Arroyo Grande Creek 
are scarcely 200 feet high, but they 
become more pronounced as one pro- 
ceeds up the valley. Three or four 
miles up, the vineyards predominate, 
and a winery has been operated in 
the upper valley for generations. 

Small amounts of gold were panned 
in the early years, but there is no 
current effort in this direction. About 
five miles up the valley you are op- 
posite the famous agate fields of 
Nipomo. These stones, with their mar- 
casite and sagenite inclusions are fa- 
mous the world over among the “rock- 
hound” fraternity. 

The challenge is to find, on the east 
slope or Huasana side, the same for- 
mation which produces the agates on 
the west side, High up on the west 
slopes one finds quartz crystals—as 
geode fragments, and a variety of 
chalcedony types with  botryoidal 
forms frequent. 

Some distance up the valley a road 
turns north to “County Park.” This 
road follows a creek for miles and 
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is a fair black-top surface road. The 
creek abounds with serpentine, but 
more interesting are the colored ar- 
gillite stones. These are white, tan 
to red, with any shade. Some are hard 
enough to take a polish. A few agates 
are found. Going further up, the Hua- 
sana the road becomes only dirt sur- 
faced, In the gulch, which here will 
be dry except just after a long rain, 
one may find a variety of fossil shells. 
This is several hundred feet above 
the ocean and indicates the earth 
movement of the area. A lateral of 
the San Andraes Fault crosses ‘the 
area and goes westerly into the ocean, 
so that there may have been both a 
vertical and a lateral movement. 


Where the valley narrows near the 
summit, huge fossil oyster shells oc- 
cur. These may be 10 inches long and 
weigh 10 pounds. Some have a good 
iridescence and will polish like mar- 
ble. The final polish should be with 
white rouge, 

A road here turns east and if you 
proceed on this, winding around the 
mountain for approximately a mile 
and a half, you will see a wide wash 
in the right as you go east. This 
wash can be traveled by jeep but is 
too steep for any but four wheel 
drive vehicles. 


It is only about a quarter of a mile 
up this wash to the old Mexican onyx 
works. Here fine onyx, of white to 
orange color, is in place. The ledge 
seems to be of about 10 feet width. 
Close by, another vein has some white 
to greenish travertine. This material 
makes fine spheres and cuts easily 
and polishes well. 


The metamorphics of the area are 
interesting, with some of the minerals 
worthy of collecting. Gossan, actino- 
lite, serpentine, argillite, cherts, etc., 
all being encountered. 


It is also good hunting for birds 
and deer, and wonderful for photog- 
raphy. The canyons at this point are 
precipitous and very little explored 
and the camping facilities are good 
to excellent. For a trip off the beaten 
path we suggest, when in the region, 
the trip up the Huasana.

ECCLESIASTICAL 
HERALDRY 


By the 
Rey. Canon Enrico C. S. Moinar 


There are few words which have 
acquired such a wide meaning as the 
word “symbol.” Among all nations 
and religions, among families, kings, 
and bishops, symbols have been adopt- 
ed to distinguish them from others 
of their class. A symbol may be de- 
fined as a short-hand representation 
which does not aim at being a re- 
production. 


It may be an object or picture which 
stands for an idea. A piece of cloth 
which, ordinarily, would not have 
much more value than a scrap at the 
top of a staff sums up the aspirations 
included in the idea of a country. 
Two crossed lines suffice to recall to 
Christians the redemption of millions 
by Christ. Before the stage of using 
real money had been reached, bars 
of metal had come into use. Thus the 
bars became symbols of guarantee, 
of worth. 


Heraldry is a more specific use 
of symbols; it is the science of signs 
and of armorial bearings; it is con- 
cerned with their history as well as 
with the laws governing their use. 
Heraldry proper had its beginning in 
12th century Europe among the kings, 
nobles, and knights. 


Because of the function of this 
class, heraldry was closely associated 
with the arts of war, as is indicated 








by such terms as “armorial banners,” 
“coat-of-arms,” etc. As long as these 
symbols were used on shields and 
helmets, the Church, of course, did 
not make use of this kind of heraldry. 


But in the course of the 13th cen- 
tury shields began to be used as 
seals of authority. It is then only 
that the Church adopted the use of 
heraldry, bringing to it a much older 
symbolic tradition dating back to the 
Apostolic times and even farther back 
to Old Testament days. 


This meant two things. (1) The 
ecclesiastical territories (dioceses and 
arch-diocesses) , or organizations (mo- 
nastic orders, abbeys) acquired dis- 
tinctive shields of their own. (2) Fre- 
quently the prelates (archbishops, 
deans, bishops, abbots, canons, pre- 
bendaries, etc.) combined (“impaled’’) 
their family arms with those of their 
administrative jurisdictions. This was 
natural since most of the leading 
clergy of the Middle Ages came from 
titled families. 


In appearance, ecclesiastical heral- 
dry has certain characteristics which 
distinguish it from the secular heral- 
dic art, 


(1) In the first place, ecclesiastical 
shields do not have, as a rule, sym- 
bolic representations of the crafts of 
war. Exception is made in the symbols 
of martyr-saints, in whose case often 
the instrument of martyrdom is por- 
trayed on the shield, e.g. the spear 
for St. Thomas. In the case of St. 
Paul the Apostle, the sword symbo- 
lizes the “sword of the spirit.” 


_ (2) In the second place, the shield 
is surmounted not by a crown, coro- 
net, or helmet, but by the hat of the 
dignitary’s rank: archbishop’s or 
bishop’s mitre (identical), the car- 
dinal’s hat, the pastor’s biretta, and 
so on. The intricate development of 
other varieties of the ecclesiastical 
hat which is found in use in most 
other European countries is not 
known to British armory or in the 
USA. The mitre of an abbot differs 
from that of a bishop, inasmuch as it 
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has no labels (infulae) hanging from 
within it. 

(3) In the third place, croziers, 
processional or patriarchal crosses, 
or the keys of authority are addea 
to the armorial bearings, either in 
pale behind the shield, in bend, and 
also two in saltire (crossed). 

(4) In the fourth place, most eccle- 
siastical shields are placed within a 
“vesica” or “vesica piscis” which is 
a perpendicular conventionalized Torm 
of a fish minus fins or tail. It is based 
on a Greek acrostic, the word Ixoux 
(Ichthys), consisting of the initials 
of the Greek words “Jesus Christ, 
Son of God, Saviour.” 

Thus the fish is the earliest symbol 
of Christianity. St. Clement of Alex- 
andria (A.D. 150-220) recommended 
the use of this symbol on seals and 
rings. The figure of Christ within 
the nimbus of a vesica is often found 
carved in the tympanum above cathe- 
dral portals in Europe. 

The crozier of an abbot is usu- 
ally represented with a crook at its 
head curved inwards, the termtnal 
point of the crook being entirely con- 
tained within the hook. The point of 
a bishop’s crozier, on the other hand, 
is turned outwards at the bottom of 
the crook, The difference in symbo- 
lism is meant to distinguish between 
the confined jurisdiction of an abbot, 
and the more open and wider juris- 
diction of the bishop. 

The well-designed modern seal of 
the Diocese of Missouri illustrates 
nicely the origin of the vesica (#1). 
The shield of the Presiding Bishop of 
the Episcopal Church in the USA is 
enclosed within the vesica (#2). 

Man and the parts of the human 
body play a small part in English 
secular heraldry. But ecclesiastical 
shields have the whole figure of the 
human body rather frequently. For 
example the See of Salisbury in Eng- 
land bears the Virgin and Child in 
an azure field (#8). In the USA, 
the seals of the Dioceses of Florida 
(#4), Connecticut (#5), and Rhode 
Island (#6), bear the human figure. 

The arms of the Bishop of Harris- 
burg, inserted within a vesica, show 
plainly how the Key and the Crozier 
are behind the shield, in saltire (#7).

The mottoes in ecclesiastical seals are 
frequently in Latin (see #7), Greek 
(#8), occasionally in Hebrew and the 
language of the region. 

The seal of the Diocese of Montana 
has all these languages (#9), No. 10 
is an example of an ecclesiastical 
shield exceptionally well executed. 

Let us have a closer look at the 
shield of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
in order to understand the rationale 
behind the composition of an ecclesias- 
tical shield. Heraldically speaking, it 
bears “gule three wings argent, with 
fesse argent two bears brunatre sep- 
erated per pale azure a sword argent.” 

This interpreted means: the lower 
three quarters of the shield contain 
three white wings on a red back-

ground. This reminds us that Los An- 
geles used to be known in Spanish days 
as “Santa Maria Nuestra Sefiora de 
Los ANGELES (St. Mary Our Lady 
of the Angels), hence the angelic 
wings. 

The upper third is divided into 
three squares (“cantons”), the ex- 
treme cantons dexter and sinister

A Miniature of a Miniature. 


A Cooper Super-Duper 


By JOSEPH H. GRAY 


In the May issue of HOBBIES, 
1958, I told you all about the marve- 
lous miniatures that Doctor Joseph 
Cooper, a dentist of Hollywood, Calif., 
has made, using his dental tools and 
others fashioned by himself to accom- 
plish his purpose. At the time I prom- 
ised the good Doctor would come up 
with something even more elaborate 
in the near future. My latest word is 
that my prophecy has not been proven 
incorrect. 


Perhaps you recall that one of the 
miniatures described was an exact 
copy of his living room done in the 
1/12” scale and built into a 
counter in his den. The latest under- 
taking is a complete copy of this den 
in the 1/12” scale, including this 
miniature of his living room, 
which would make this miniature of 
a miniature 1/144” scale. 

The den itself is in complete detail. 
Its three table lamps and two wall 
sconces light at the turn of a switch. 
It is complete with windows, drapes, 
all furniture, lamps, oil painting, sil- 
ver, and porcelains. The three lamps 
have silk shades with oil-painted de- 
signs and real bulbs that light as 
well as the antique sconces. The love 
seat and chair are exact copies of the 
originals, 

The three English hunting scenes 
are framed under glass. The brass 
and copper chafing dish on its tray 
is complete with alcohol burner. The 


walnut serving tray is inlaid with 
woods of different colors. The fur- 
niture is made of teakwood and ma- 
hogany. The walls and door are of 
maple. 


The ceiling of the miniature living 
room is made of translucent plastic. 
Above this are two bulbs which illu- 





minate the room with a diffused light 
that shows every detail clearly. There 
is a total of 18 bulbs operated by 
seven circuits. Total working time was 
some 500 hours. On a shelf above the 
bar are two miniature ship models 
done in the 1/144” scale, complete 
with sails and rigging. 

One of the table lamps is a min- 
jiature of Wedgwood porcelain with 
the figures in bas relief. It is %” 
high. The love-seat has a_hand- 
painted design on unbleached linen. 
The end-table is teakwood. On the 
other wall the table is of mahogany 
with cast-brass drawer pulls. 


The lamp is a Persian water pitch- 
er -in copper, a hand-turned wooden 
base. The shade is. hand-painted silk. 
The Toby jug is a replica one inch 
high of a pompous Spanish admiral 
in full uniform. This is all a part 
of the scale model of the den in 1/12” 
scale. 


Now let your imagination wander 
to the miniature of the living room 
which was originally made in the 
1/12” scale and now has to be re- 
duced another 12 times, You can get 
an idea of the size of the room and 
contents from, the picture of Doctor 
Cooper’s hand which is shown hold- 
ing this tiniest of tiny things. 
The overall size of the room is 2-1/16” 
long, %” high, and 1%” deep. All 
of the things in the original must 
be included without the appearance 
of crowding. 


It contains three windows complete 
with drapes, carpet, and 46 different 
pieces ranging from various wooden 
and upholstered furniture, silver, por- 
celain cups and saucers, candlesticks 
with four candles each, fireplace com-

plete with andirons, logs, and fire- 
side set. The painting over the man- 
tel is an actual oil-painting in a 
gold frame 44” high. 

The model is at present on view 
at the Charles E. Bowers Memorial 
Museum in Santa Ana, Calif., and 
will be until July 10. No doubt it 
will be on view in various other 
places from time to time, 

Doctor Cooper is to be congratu- 
lated on his patience in producing 
a work as remarkable as this latest 
piece of engineering. He is also to 
be congratulated on having a hobby 
that must bring him great satisfac- 
tion in creating something with such

containing two bears signifying the 
California Bear Flag; the central blue 
section with the silver sword of St. 
Paul’s reminds us that the mother 
church of the Episcopal Diocese of 
Los Angeles is St. Paul’s Cathedral 
containing the Bishop’s throne. The 
Bishop’s Mitre, white and gold (these 
are heraldically the only permissible 
colors for mitres), plus green and 
purple stones, with pendant infulae 
(also in gold and white), surmount 
the shield (#11). 

When shields are reproduced for 
printing purposes in black and white 
only, a system of tracings for vari- 
ous colors has been adopted. The same 
system is used in ecclesiastical as 
well as secular heraldry.

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PLAYING CARDS

The Musical Aspect of Playing Cards 


Not long after the introduction of 
playing cards into Europe in the 
latter part of the 14th century, they 
began to be used for purposes other 
than gaming. In 1509 a Franciscan 
friar, Thomas Murner, published an 
exposition of logic in the form of a 
pack of cards; and a pack, invented 
in 1651 by Baptist Pendleton, con- 
veyed a knowledge of grammar. 

These were soon followed by cards 
touching geography and heraldry, all 
being called “scientific cards.” Poli-

tics followed, and in England satiri- 
cal and historical sets appeared, one 
of them designed to reveal the plots 
of the Popish agitators in 1679. 

Among the many ideas adopted 
on cards for educational purposes, 
music was not forgotten. Music is the 
universal language; it gives expres- 
sion to our passions and our inspir- 
ations, it depicts our emotions and 
our moods, it brings enjoyment to 
our lives, it even takes us into an- 
other existence. 
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A number of packs were printed 
with various musical selections. The 
most famed was a pack printed about 
1730 for Carington Bowles of Lon- 
don on John Gay’s “Beggar’s Opera,” 
a satirical attack on Horace Wal- 
pole’s government. 

Each of the cards has the lyrics 
and music of the airs of this opera 
which was written in 1728. The “Beg- 
gar’s Opera” enjoyed great populari- 
ty both in England and America for 
more than 100 years and was then 
forgotten until its revival in 1929. — 

In 1780 a pack of 42 cards was 
published by Joseph Galler at Brus- 
sels on which music was written for 
the various instruments. This pack 
was in the collection of Lady Char- 
lotte Schreiber. Also in 1780 P. H. 
Ulrich of Leipzig published a series 
of musical tarots in which the atouts 
show music and scenes from the pop- 
ular operas of the day, the court 
cards being characters from these 
operas. 

The British Museum collection has 
a pack of musical playing cards with 
the music and words of songs cur- 
rently favored, and a small repre- 
sentation of an ordinary playing card 
in the upper left-hand corner. Later 
examples of musical cards were those 
that appeared in 1830. 

There were 52 cards in these packs 
with French” suit signs giving the 
music of a popular dance on each 
card such as the waltz, cotillion, and 
the contradance. The heads of the 
court cards appear at the top of 
the card, while on the numeral cards 
more than half the space is given 
to showing the suit signs. 

Another musical pack was a piquet 
series of 32 thick cards coarsely en- 
graved and colored with stencil. The 
court cards are peasants, and at the 
bottom of each card are two bars 
of music and words of a Thuringian 
folk-song. These were made about

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the time of the French musical 
series. 

A most unique pack is the “Jeu 
de Cartes Musical,” a de luxe issue 
of musical cards approved by 
Berton “de 1 Institute.” These cards 
are beautifully executed and highly 
colorful, and appeared in 1850. 

A pack issued in the early 1900’s 
for instructive purposes is known as 
the “Court of Music,” in which the 
court cards picture in black and 
white many of our most famous 
composers. In lieu of the familiar 
suit signs sharps, flats, rests, whole 
notes, etce., are used. 

Today, the backs of our modern 
cards, unlike those of earlier days, 
are often elaborately and beautifully 
designed. The musical theme is well 
carried out in all of its many phases 
with lovely musical scenes as well 
as fanciful designs of superimposed 
and interlocking instruments. 

Today we have card backs pictur- 
ing many of the stringed instru- 
ments such as the piano, harp and 
guitar, the banjo, violin and mando- 
lin. The wind instruments are well 
represented in the horns, flutes, and 
piccolos. 

Percussion music is not forsaken 
as seen by the many cards showing 
the various types of drums, the ac- 
cordion, and the Scottish bagpipes. 
Rhythm is rampant in the Latin 
tambourines, the maracas and the 
castanets of the Americas. And, of 
course, we have our much loved bells 
such as the Old Mission Bell, and 
the Carillon of Bok Tower. 

Likewise many forms of music are 
depicted on the backs of our modern 
ecards as noted from the scenes of 
the strolling minnesingers of Ger- 
many, the Latin serenaders from the 
lands of romance, the French trou- 
badours, and Swiss yodelers. We 
have our black-faced minstrels, our 
high-stepping marching bands, our 
folk music and square dancers, our 
“combos,” and even “this modern 
stuff.” 

Pause and listen to the whistling 
tune of a lonely sailor, or the fas- 
cinating notes of the passing hurdy- 
gurdy, and then—who can deny the 
fact that “music hath charm”-—-even 
on playing cards.

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POLITICAL 
AMERICANA 


Once-upon-a-time a man, Monroe 
Ray, developed the hcbby of collect- 
ing campaign buttons. That was 
about 40 years ago. Today he has a 
Museum of Political Americana with 
more than 50,000 items. Those items 
are so varied, so interesting, so well 
organized, and exhibited that his town 
of Montour, N. Y., gives space for 
the Museum in the Village Hall. 

The Village Hall itself is an an- 
tique. It was built as the Schuyler 
County Court House in 1856, And the 
court room on the second floor, a spa- 
cious room with a high ceiling, is 
now the Political Museum’s home. 

But to come back to the man with 
a hobby. In 1921 he worked for Bas- 
tian Bros. of Rochester, N. Y., manu- 
facturers of campaign buttons. These 
buttons seemed to Monroe Ray typ- 
ically Amer:can—each a little round 
piece of history in itself. He collected 
a few. He added more. Now he has 
accumulated almost 30,000. 

Ike’s fellow Kansan, Alf Landon, 
who once wanted to be president, 
had some 117 different campaign but- 
tons. Monroe Ray has them. But Alf 
didn’t have pillowshams. Monroe Ray 
has one though with the head of 
William McKinley shown in profile. 
There are handkerchiefs, too, and 
watch fobs, post cards, pipes, and 
commemorative plates. And all candi- 
dates went for banners. 

Take the McKinley banner of 1896. 
It was found under a pile of lumber 
in the basement of the Wayne Coun- 
ty Courthouse. Monroe Ray’s brother 
was there, and the town, Lyons, glad- 
ly donated the banner to the Polit- 
ical Museum. The Grover Cleveland- 
Adlai Stevenson banner of 1892 was 
sent to Ray by a man in Proctor, Vt. 

A fire in the old City Hall in Wells- 
ville in 1955 brought to Monroe Ray 
the Roosevelt-Fairbanks 1904 banner. 
A bystander saw “something red- 
white-and blue in a hole in the wall” 
and pulled out a 25 foot triangle of 
cloth with a wide center stripe of 
white edged with bands of blue and 
red. Some of Roosevelt’s Rough Rid- 
ers must have had themselves a time 
marching through the streets of Wells- 
ville under this bright banner. 

And the pictures! Great poster 
pictures of political candidates—Bo- 
rah, Taft, Dewey, Farley, Wads- 
worth, Depew, Bricker. Here are some 
of the giants of America standing 
for review. 

Campaign music? A lot of collec- 
tors remember “Do it with Dewey.” 
But who remembers General Zachary 
Taylor’s 1847 “Grand Triumphal 
Quick Step?” and the Cleveland and 
McKinley Grand Marches. Hear the 
bands? There’s something that stirs 
Americana blood just looking at old 
sheet music of the Victorian Era— 
especially when it’s “political his- 
tory.” 

Did you know almost 500 men and 


women have tried for the presiden- 
cy? And what do you know about 
Salt River? Monroe Ray has two 
1866 excursion tickets for that trip, 
and several cartoons about it. It 
seems Salt River is actually a wind- 
ing creek in Kentucky, full of shal- 
lows and bars, and generally tough 
going. It became an expression con- 
nected with defeated candidates who 
were left to “row up Salt River.” And 
Monroe Ray has the mementos to 
prove it, 

George Washington’s 1789 Inau- 
gural Medal is the prize piece in the 
Museum. But there are files of cor- 
respondence, manuscripts, documents, 
autographs, innumerable cartoons, 
and broadsides. One issued as a sup- 
plement to the Elmira Advertiser in 
1872, “For President U.S. Grant and 
Vice President Henry Wilson,” was 
found in an attic during a house 
cleaning, and was given to Ray’s col- 
lection. 

Monroe Ray is a member of the 
American Political Items Collectors, 
a “club” of 100 members in 27 States, 
with collections as varied and numer- 
ous as the members. Ray’s “New 
York Governors” alone includes some 
750 items, from campaign buttons to 
portraits. He also covers senators, 
representatives, mayors, and sheriffs. 

Perhaps his fondness for the latter 
comes from his years as superin- 
tendent of the Allegany County of- 
fice buildings in Belmout, N. Y., and 
his years in the county sheriffi’s office. 
Once he had a hardware and oil well 
supply business in Allentown, and he 
has kept the oil men of the State as 
his friends. 

Ray’s Political Americana collec- 
tion has won many honors. It took 
first prize at the 1957 National Hob- 
by Show in Albany, and second at 
the 1949 International Show at To- 
ronto, Ontario. Gimble Brothers Store 
put on a Political Americana exhibit 
in 1948 for the conventions at Phila- 
delphia. And Federal Savings & Loan 
in New York City, Bamburgers in 
Newark, N. J., and the Erie County 
Savings Bank in Buffalo, all have 
used portions from the Museum col- 
lection. 

People who visit this display say 
it has a wealth of history, knowledge, 
nostalgia, and not a few laughs. 
Everything is cataloged, indexed, and 
filed. But a lot is not in the show- 
cases and the frames. Plenty is still 
in boxes, waiting for “space” to “see 
the light.” 

Space will come, Ray believes, as 
recognition is coming. Now the Uni- 
versity of the State of New York has 
chartered Monroe Ray’s Montour 
Falls Museum of Political Americana. 

Thus a man’s hobby plus a bit of 
imagination, a capacity to make 
friends who remembered, the will to 
walk miles and work overtime for a 
prize collector’s piece, and probably 
a world of grit, have built a Museum 
that will bring Americana back in 
picture, music, and story to countless 
future generations of Americans.

VOICES OF THE 
HEAVENLY BODIES 


The stars seem to have voices. 
These constitute an important phe- 
nomenon of the new radio astronomy 
which is producing a strikingly dif- 
ferent picture of the heavens. 

The so-called “thermal noises,” 
which differ markedly from source to 
source, are described by Dr. Gerald 
S. Hawkins, director of Boston Uni- 
versity Observatory, in a report just 
published by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

Says Dr. Hawkins: “The sun and 
local galaxy can be heard as a gentle 
hiss, the galactic noise remains 
steady but the storms on the sun 
swell and fade many times in the 
course of an hour. Jupiter is the 
performer that really dominates the 
air. When heard over a high-fidelity 
system, its roars and rumbles almost 
convince one that the Romans were 
right in their ideas about gods.” 

The signals tell us about various 
heavenly bodies, for the most part 
invisible in the most powerful tele- 
scopes. Much also is learned about 
clearly visible objects—such, for ex- 
ample, as the sun. 

At wavelengths measured in cen- 
timeters, Dr. Hawkins says, the sun 
looks very much the same as it does 
to the eye, except that the steady 
light now is unaffected by cloud, 
rain, or fog. 

“At wavelengths of 20 centime-

ters,” Dr. Hawkins says, “the sun 
ceases to be uniformly bright but 
develops a ring - like halo. Viewed 
with radio eyes it would appear as 
a brilliant circle with a dusky center. 
This is caused by the temperature 
inversion in the corona (the white 
halo seen around the sun at times 
of total eclipse whose temperature 
is many times greater than that of 
the solar surface) where the temper- 
ature increases as we move out from 
the sun. Looking at the center we 
see the cooler layers below, and look- 
ing at the limb we see the hotter 
layers edge-on. In addition to the 
limb brightening, star-like points ap- 
pear on the disc of the sun... . It has 
been shown that these points occur 
near the visual sunspots, so at 20 
centimeters the radio astronomer has 
a completely reversed image, a dark 
sun with bright sunspots.” 

Three types of major radio dis- 
turbances, the report points out, are 
recognized as emanating from the 
sun. These are “noise storms, out- 
bursts, and bursts. A noise storm 
originates in a cloud in the corona, 
vertically above a sunspot. The cloud 
is invisible optically, but on radio 
wavelengths it shows temperatures 
of billions of degrees. . . . “During 
periods of sunspot activity,” says the 
report, “noise storms occur once 
every five days on the average. If 
the sun were to behave in the visible 
spectrum as it does at radio wave- 
lengths the world would have been 
burnt to a cinder long ago. 

“One of the most spectacular phe- 
nomena is the noise outburst which 
occurs after a solar flare. The flare 
is usually accompanied by an upward 
surge of hot gas which leaves the 
chromosphere (the layer of hot gas 
surrounding the sun) with a velocity 
of about 100 kilometers per second 
and then falls back again into the 
sun. An intense radio source, asso- 
ciated with the surge, moves outward 
with a velocity of the order of 2,000 
kilometers per second. This move- 
ment has been followed in a number 
of surges ... and there is evidence 
that the radio source does not fall 
back again but leaves the sun com- 
pletely as a corpuscular stream of 
electrons and positive ions. As the 
stream forces its way through the 
ionized layers in the corona it is able 
to emit radiation of increasing wave- 
length. . . After a time lapse of 
about 24 hours the corpuscular

“SCARABS” OR BEETLES— 
30,000 Gathered in El Salvador 
By Smithsonian Entomologist 


Insect collections of the Smithso- 
nian Institution have just been en- 
riched by more than 30,000 beetles 
gathered in El Salvador by entomol- 
ogist O. L. Cartwright of the U.S. 
National Museum. 

Mr. Cartwright’s specimens consist 
chiefly of “scarabs,” which contain 
some of the largest and most fantas- 
tic members of the insect race in 
their world-wide distribution and 
which are known in art as the Egyp- 
tian symbols of immortality. The El 
Salvador collection, which awaits sys- 
tematic study, apparently contains no 
very unusual types but represents an 
area hitherto almost unrepresented 
in collections. 

The collections were made, Mr. 
Cartwright says, in 11 of the little 
Central American Republic’s 14 de- 
partments, from the high mountains 
of the northern border to the Pacific 
on the south—thus representing a 
wide range of environments in close 
proximity—and may be expected to 
show effects of enviroment on close- 
ly related species. Climate also varies 
from the hot semitropics of the in- 
terior to the mountains on the Hon- 
duran border which become quite cold. 

Parts of the collection were made 
among the ruins of an ancient civili- 
zation represented by great pyramids, 
most of which remain to be excavat- 
ed. Private local collections contain 
ancient idols, pottery, and stone and 
copper objects. There also are “scar- 
abs” which were collected among El 
Salvador’s beautifully shaped volea- 
noes, most of which now are believed 
to be extinct, and others from depths 
of dense rain forest where there is 
heavy downpour nearly every day dur- 
ing the rainy season.
